WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 — 
Despite objections by some 
members,.the special House 
subcommittee investigating 
federal regulatory agencies 
plans to wind up its work by 
the end of next month, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

A fight is shaping up with- 
in the subcommittee over the 
decision not to seek funds to 


continue the inquiry when 
Congress reconvenes in Janu- 
ary. The move is being op- 
posed by at least three Demo- 
crats and one Republican on 
the 1l-member subcommittee. 
The matter may be fought 
out when the members return 
to Washington later this month. 
A closed meeting has been 
called for the morning of Nov. 
12, with public hearings sched- 
uled to resume that afternoon. 
Representative Peter F. Mack 
Jr. (Dem.), Illinois, told the 
Post-Dispatch he believes the 
investigation “should go on” 
in the new session of Congress. 
“I have said right along that 
we should get funds and com- 
plete the job,” he declared, 
‘A Lot More to Do.’ 


Reached by telephone at his 
home in Carlinville, Ill., Mack 
said: “I can’t believe we can 
finish in the two months re- 
maining. I think we've done a 
lot of good, but there is a lot 
to do.”

and John J. Flynt of Georgia, 
both Democrats, and Repre- 
sentative John B. Bennett 
(Rep.), Michigan, the Post- 
Dispatch was told. 

However, Chairman Oren 
Harris (Dem.), Arkansas, has 
notified the subcommittee’s 18 
employes that their services 
will be terminated on Dec. 31, 
it was learned. Harris could 
not immediately be reached for 
comment. 

‘Some of the staff members 
are known to resent the de- 
cision in view of the large num- 
ber of new cases they have 
been working up for presenta- 
tion at future hearings and the 
many “leads” that have been 
received. 


‘Only Scratched Surface.’ | 

One high-ranking staff mem- 
ber said the subcommittee had 
“only scratched the surface” in 
its investigation of alleged in- 
fluence - peddling, favoritism 
and abuses of authority in the 
Government’s major regulatory 
agencies. 

Six big agencies, whose ac- 
tions affect the lives of almost 
every American, are under 
scrutiny by the House group. 
They are the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, Fed- 
eral Power Commission, Secu- 
rities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, Interstate Commerce 


Commission and the Civil 


Aeronautics Board. 


In its most notable hearings 
thus far, the subcommittee dis- 
closed the relationship between 

‘presidential assistant Sherman 
Adams and Bernard Goldfine, 
a Boston industrialist. Adams 
subsequently resigned his 
White House post under fire, 
and Goldfine has been cited 


for contempt of Congress.

The Rpublicans “have made 
a mess of our foreign policy,” 
Truman declared in a campaign 
wind-up speech before a cheer- 
ing city-county Democratic 
rally at the Missouri Theater, 
626 North Grand boulevard. 

In his final major address of 
his personal 38-state campaign | 
tour for the Democrats, Tru- 
man denounced the G.O.P. 
Administration for throwing 
United States foreign policy 
into partisan politics, and 
charged “their reckless efforts 
to discredit the foreign policy 
of my administration have led 
them into one trap after an- 
other.” 

He said bi-partisan foreign 
policy ended with President 
Eisenhower's 1953 State of the 
Union message containing the 
threat of “unleashing” Chiang 
Kai-shek against the Red China 
mainland. He denounced this 
as a “piece of demagoguery.” 

“No one knows what our 
foreign policy is,” Truman said. 
“We only know that it has 
dangerously weakened the 
cause of peace and freedom in 
the world.”

| Mail handling improvements 
‘aimed at providing delivery in 
the St. Louis metropolitan area 
of first class letters the day 
after they are posted, were an- 
nounced yesterday by Postmas- 


_ter General Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield. 
The service, which began 


Oct. 27, covers a population of 
2,500,000 in the 22,371-square- 
mile area in 39 counties in Mis- 
souri and Illinois. Such ex- 
tensive changes in transporta- 
tion and handling are involv- 
ed that it will require a few 
weeks for d4he new service to 
operaie at full efficiency, it 
was said. 

Under the plan, letters posted 
before 6 p.m. on a week day 
will be delivered to their des- 
tinations within the area on 
the first delivery the following 
week day. Mailing early in 
the day will be the best way to 
assure delivery of a letter in 
_ the area the next day, a spokes- 
man said. 

The revised service pattern 
hinges primarily on the estab- 
lishment of a special metropoli- 
tan mail unit in the St. Louis 
Post Office Truck Terminal in 
the Federal Building, 1114 Mar- 
ket street. The arrangement 
bypasses the main post of- 
fice here, and assures special 
delivery of mail for the entire 
area.

LL TRADITIONAL indicators point so unanimously to another Demo- 
cratic Congress that the principal question to be answered by the 
elections Tuesday is how large the increased majorities in the Sena 


and House will be. 


A second and hardly less important question for which the voters 
may provide an answer is: Which Democrats will add to their stature as 


Presidential candidates for 1960? 

In the expiring Eighty-fifth Congress, 
the House is divided into 232 Democrats, 
with three usually Democratic seats va- 
cant, and 196 Republicans, with four seats 
vacant. The Senate igs composed of 49 
Democrats and 47 Republicans. 


Polls, samplings and calculations by 
local party leaders forecast a minimum 
gain of eight Democratic Senate seats 
and a maximum of 14, For the House, 
the minimum Democratic net gain gener- 
ally predicted is 13 seats, the maximum 
65 seats. 

Unless there is a political miracle—of 
which there is no sign—comparable to 
President Truman's victory in 1948, the 
election returns will show Democratic 
increases between the predicted maxi- 
mums and minimums, 

To mid to the Republican gloom, the 
Democrats are expected to make a net 
gain of one to four Governors in 34 
races. At present, there are 29 Demo- 
cratic governors and 19 Republican. 


In the governorship contests, however, 
the national Republicans are confident 
that Nelson Rockefeller will unseat Dem- 
ocratic Gov. Averell Harriman of New 
York by a narrow margin. 

They privately admit that Republican 
Senator William F. Knowland will be 
overwhelmingly defeated by Democratic 
Attorney General Edmund G. (Pat) Brown 
for the governorship of California. 

If Rockefeller wins, he will be widely 
mentioned as a rival of Vice President 
Richard M, Nixon for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1960. Brown's 
expected victory will automatically make 
him a Democratic presidential possibility. 


Harriman Facing a Setback. 


A Harriman defeat would virtually 
eliminate him as a presidential possibility 
in 1960 and would greatly reduce his in- 
fluence in the next Democratic national 
convention. More favorably placed is 
Democratic Gov. G. Mennen Williams of 
Michigan, who is seeking a sixth two-year 
term. His expected re-election by a large 
majority will give him a powerful voice 
in the 1960 convention, although he may 
not be able to realize his ambition to be- 
come the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee. 

Two Senate contests for re-election 
are attracting the national attention of 
Democrats and Republicans looking for 
shadows that will forecast the most like- 
ly candidates for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 

Democrats Stuart Symington of Mis- 
souri and John F. Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts are campaigning strenuously to 
build up big majorities against ineffectual 
Republican Senatorial candidates. Sym-

He is 
Senator Albert Gore of Tennessee, who 
won the Democratic Senatorial nomina- 
tion over former Gov. Prentiss Cooper by 
a majority of more than 120,000 in a hard 
fought primary. In Tennessee, the Demo- 
cratic nomination is tantamount to elec-

Even Vermont in Doubt. 


Of the 33 Senate seats in contest Tues- 
day, 20 are now held by Republicans, 13 
by Democrats. The only Democratic in- 
cumbent who has been in danger is Wil- 
liam Proxmire of Wisconsin who took 
over the seat of the late Republican Sen- 
ator Joseph R. McCarthy in a special 
election last year. Proxmire is now rated 
a close winner. 


Since the victory of Democratic Gov. 
Edmund Muskie of Maine over Republi- 
can Senator Frederick G. Payne in a 
September election, even the contest in 
Vermont is said to be in doubt, Since 
Maine and Vermont were the only states 
to give a majority to Republican presi- 
dential nominee Alfred M. Landon in the 
1936 New Deal landslide, both have been 
regarded as granite-ribbed Republican 
strongholds. But popular Republican 
Senator Ralph E. Flanders, 78 years old, 
voluntarily retired from the Vermont 
Senate seat. The Republican candidate is 
Representative Winston L-: Prouty, the 
Democratic, Frederick Fayette. If Ver- 
mont should go Democratic for the first 
time in 102 years, the Republican party 
nationally would suffer a tremendous 
psychological setback. 

With Vermont merely leaning Republi- 
can, the only sure Republican Senate 
seats are those of Delaware, where cor- 
ruption-hunting John J. Williams is seek- 
ing a third term; Ohio, which has sent 
conservative John W. Bricker to Wash- 
ington for 12 years; Nebraska, where 
Roman Lee Hruska, elected four years 
ago, is seeking the full six-year term, and 
North Dakota, where maverick William 
Langer is confident of a fourth term. 

The close contests in which the Repub- 
licans are given a 50-50 chance are those 
in Arizona, Maryland, Nevada, Utah and

Democratic 
promises of restoring public power and 
water use projects in the Pacific North- 
west are helping the party's candidates in 
that region. 


Right-to-Work Issue. 


The “right-to-work” referendums in six 
states have complicated the local political 
situation in six states—California, Colo- 
rado, Idaho, Kansas, Ohio and Washing- 
ton. Organized labor leaders have worked 
industriously to register all voters likely 
to disapprove this proposal to bar the 
“union shop” contracts which require the 
joining of a union as a condition of con- 
tinued employment. Some Republican 
and nearly all Democratic candidates have 
opposed this movement, So many Repub- 
lican candidates have sponsored or in- 
dorsed it that its submission is attributed 
to the Republican party. Political ob- 
servers mostly agree that this issue on 
the ballot will help the Democrats. 


The Supreme Court’s decisions for the 
gradual integration of public schools have 
not been the burning political issue they 
will be in 1960. Then the cleavage be- 
tween the northern and southern Demo- 
crats is expected to show-up. The Re- 
publicans have tried to use the issue in

Colorado, once a Republican preserve, 
is a good example. Two of the four mem- 
bers of the House from that state are 
Democrats, both rated as able, hard work- 
ing and almost sure of re-election. Re- 
publican managers beat the bushes in 
vain for weeks to find men willing to run 
against them. One potential candidate 
announced and then withdrew. 

The attitude of the two victims finally 
nailed down is, “well, we're not going to 
spend any money of our own.” Such an 
attitude is not likely to induce the fine 
fervor that brings victory. 

Or take Wisconsin, where the Republl- 
cans set as a national goal the defeat of 
Senator William Proxmire. In order to 
placate the right wing still dedicated to 
the memory of Senator Robert A, Taft, 
the party tapped 64-year-old Roland J. 
Steinle, a state supreme court judge, to 
run against Proxmire. Steinle is an old- 
fashioned windmill orator who has no 
comprehension of modern issues or of 
contemporary campaigning. 


Discontent Is Significant. 


As political trends go, two years is a 
short time, Perhaps the present mood of 
discontent has little significance for 1960, 
but for those who must plan for that elec- 
tion, it would be most unwise to count 
on it, 

Much of what has been said and done 
in the campaign now ending was aimed at 
1960. Both Nixon and Senator John F. 
Kennedy have been busy improving their 
stance, as have other hopefuls looking to 
the presidential contest two years hence. 

In the face of the manifold troubles 
that overwhelmed his party, Nixon added 
little to his stature. This may have been 
so because, by its very nature, the task 
he fell heir to was an impossible one. 
That was to rally the right without giv- 
ing too much offense to the moderates 
and the independents. Inshort, it was 
to straddle the abyss while holding up the 
globe of party unity for all to see. Even 
for such an agile athlete as the Vice 
President, that was asking too much, 

His attacks on the Democrats as radl- 
cals, reckless spenders and socialists re- 
vived among the independents trepida- 


Party Organizations Neglected. 


Still another factor, and one perhaps 
almost as important as the protest, is the 
matter of party organization. It was hard 
to find any evidence that the Republicans 
had taken advantage of their free ride 
with President Eisenhower to build the 
party organization on a ward and pre- 
cinct basis. 

In contrast, the Democrats seem to have 
done a great deal of grass-roots organi- 
zational work and particularly in states 
such as California, where Democratic or- 
ganization was virtually non-existent sev- 
en or eight years ago. 

In one Congressional district in South- 
ern California, long taken for granted by 
the Republicans, the Democratic precinct 
workers got out what was almost a 100 
per cent vote in the June primary. That 
Democratic vote, rolled up in district 
after district, giving Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown his 660,000 vote advantage over 
William Knowland in the race for the 
Governorship, started the snowball and it 
has gone right on gathering speed. 


By way of contrast, in this same dis- 
trict, an attractive, able, young Republi- 
can complained that the old timers so 
long in control seemed to prefer to keep 
things in their hands rather than encour- 
age the efforts of recruits. 


The attitude of exclusiveness is a Re- 
publican curse—“We happy (in recent 
days unhappy) few are managing things 
and if you want to join us, well and 
good.” 

This was evident in the groups that 
came to welcome President Eisenhower 
on his tour. They were the elite of the 
community, clad in mink and bearing or- 
chids, with no visible representation of 
the large voter group. 


Portents for 1960 Races. 


This all suggests that the Republican 
party is dying from the top down, while 
in some areas, at least, the Democrats are 
building from the bottom up. If that con- 
clusion is born out in the future, it is a 
fact of tremendous significance for the 
two-party system and, above all, for 1960.

Pasternak still stands in Nobel 
records as the 1958 winner of the litera- 
ture prize. 

Russian diplomats here have been work- 
ing hard in the delegates’ lounge to try 
to convince non-Communist diplomats 
that awarding the prize to Pasternak was 
a “political act”: by the Swedish Academy, 
probably connived in by the Swedish gov- 
ernment and Hammarskjold. The Rus- 
sians, of course, tend to believe that 
everything that human beings do, from 
falling in love to composing symphonies, 
is “political.”

Straight Shakespeare 


We have noted and appreciated 
the recent editorial, “Shakespeare 
Pays'a Visit.’” 

We liked the reference to 
“straight Shakespeare.” Last 
year’s production of “Much Ado 
About Nothing” at the American 
was well done but we do not 
believe that the added southwest- 
ern trappings were necessary. 

We mention this because we 
feel that your readers would be 
interested in our current produc- 
tion of “Julius Caesar” in the ro- 
tunda of the Old Courthouse, and 
we want to assure you that the 
location of the production is in 
no sense a “gimmick.” 

This is straight Shakespeare, 
with Roman costumes and with 
respect for the style of delivery 
which Shakesneare himself pre- 
ferred. At all times we place 
most emphasis upon the drama 
and shun the declamatorv deliv- 
ery which—after all — originally 
was seen most often in the Old 
Vie company itself. 

Ours is an arena production. 
But after all, Shakespeare’s own 
productions, and the magnificent 
ones in Ontario, called for the 
gudience to be seated on three 
sides of the players. The pros- 
cenium type of production seen 
at the American can be quite sat- 
isfying but it is actually further 
removed from what Shakespeare 
hintself directed than is a com- 
pletely arena performance. 

We have had unusual success 
with arena theater and while non- 
professional, we sincerely believe 
that we have the finest commvuni- 
ty theater production in our 22- 
year history. 

You may be interested to know 
that, after a final presentation 
at St. Louits’s Old Courthouse 
today at 4:40 p.m., our extended 
tour of “Julius Caesar” will con- 
clude with performances in the 
rotunda of the Capitol at Jeffer- 
son City Nov. 15 and 16. Once 
Again, we will actually utilize the 
architectural features of the 
building, as sound and music ef- 
fects and even some of the audi- 
ence, are located directly over- 
head, Our vari-leveled snace set- 
ting will be located in the exact 
center of the rotunda floor.

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As a Vapid Campaign Closes 


If there has ever been a more vapid and 
meaningless election campaign than the one 
now drawing to a close, it does not come 
readily to mind. As the nation prepares to 
elect a new House of Representatives, one 
third of the Senate, 32 governors and count- 
less local and state officials, its ears ring 
with the echo of stale oratory. Making full 


allowance for the exigencies of political cam- 


paigning, it must be conceded that this year 
fewer issues have been drawn, fewer realities 
faced, fewer problems discussed, than for 
many an election season. 
__ President Eisenhower, in yhom so many 
Americans had placed unreserved faith, be- 
came the symbol of this distressing situation. 
Here was a man lifted high above the parti- 
san level by his fellow citizens, descending 
into the arena of courthouse politics, making 
manufactured speeches that bore no relation 
either to his own character or the facts of 
our times. It was as if some monstrous elec- 
tronic brain had contrived a campaign for- 
mula—so many units of prosperity boasting, 
so many units of smugness and scare talk, so 
many repetitions of worn-out slogans—which 
the President, Mr. Nixon and the other Ad- 
ministration performers mechanically applied, 
in a listless display of political automation, 
to selected groups of disappointed voters. 
The voters knew, if the campaigners did 
not, that what was being said missed by a 
country mile the basic problems of an anx- 
ious age which they want to see illuminated. 
. . ” 


With a few honorable exceptions, the Dem- 
ocrats did little better. They were coasting, 
most of them, convinced that the political 
tide would carry them in, that they need only 
mouth the conventional platitudes and keep 
out of trouble. If the Republicans could run 
against Walter Reuther, they could run once 
more against Herbert Hoover. 

And so the nation goes to the polls on Tues- 
day in virtual certainty that a good many Re- 
publicans will be turned out of office, but 
for reasons no mare clear and specific than 
a deep inchoate dissatisfaction with things 
as they are. 

If the level of campaign oratory has 
seemed lower than usual, perhaps the ex- 
planation lies in the level of the people’s ex- 
pectations. The people could be far ahead 
of the politicians in grasping the deeper 
needs of these extraordinary times—in sens- 
ing that the old campaign issues are irrele- 
vant to the anxieties of a world trembling in 
the shadow of nuclear war, to the economic 
hangovers of a sharp recession, to the gnaw- 
ing fear that as a people our country is not 
realizing its great potential. 

Samuel Lubell, in a perceptive analysis of 
this pervasive sense of frustration that runs 
through the electorate, puts it down to a 
“restless desire for a change which has turned 
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follow a more vigorous p 
realistic attack on these problems. 


It is not at all beyond the bounds of pos- 
sibility that the American people stand on 
the threshold of a new P igor 
and if they have reached 
their political leaders it would not be 
prising. Politicians have a way of 
repeating old formulae long after 
been outpaced by events.

In domestic affairs, the formulae now be- 
ing applied by many politicians are essen- 
tially the same ones that derived from the 
New Deal-depression era of 25 years ago, and 
they are no longer adequate to a vastly ex- 
panded and hugely changed economy. In 
foreign policy, the last creative period ended 
about 10 years ago; since then, our govern- 
ment has simply been reshuffling the ideas 
of containment, rearmament, foreign aid and 
military alliances. 

We believe there is a profound dissatisfac- 
tion with these formulae, and above all with 
those which tell us that there can be no 
peace, that we must live in a cold-war world 
for generations to come, that we must accom- 
modate ourselves to nuclear perils and radio- 
active fallout, that no end to the taxletting 
for big armament is in sight, that schools and 
health and homes and social welfare must in- 
definitely give way to the insatiable demands 


of an ever-growing arms race. 
. * * 


Even if the Democrats win the sweep which 
is now widely expected in most states on 
Tuesday they will err grievously if they sup- 
pose it is because of some innate virtue in 
their party. The people are hungry for lead- 
ership. If the Democrats can develop what 
the Eisenhower Administration has failed to 
develop—the kind of imaginative, creative 
leadership that composes conflicts instead of 
merely perpetuating them—they can hope to 
go on to future triumphs. But if they too re- 
fuse to grapple with the problems that really 
concern people today, and go on fighting 
dead campaigns over dead issues, they can 
expect the voters to turn elsewhere just as 
rapidly as they now seem to be deserting 
the Republicans. 


The R.C.A. Judgment 


The anti-trust consent judgment against the 
Radio. Corporation of America marks a mile- 
stone in one of the most amazing and indispen- 
sable industries of the modern age, electronics. 


It opens up many if not all of the patents 
in a pool of 10,000, reputedly the world’s larg- 
est. As a result healthy competition may be 
expected to give new life to radio and tele- 
vision, in both the manufacturing and broad- 
casting ends, and particularly to color TV. 

The Justice Department’s suit against 
R.C.A. is the third of a mighty triumvirate 
blanketing the electronics field. 

Cases against the International Business 
Machines Corp. and American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. were concluded three’ years 
ago. The former was a notable anti-trust 
victory, breaking up a monopoly over more 
than 90 per cent of the tabulating machine 
and electronic computer business. The lat- 
ter was only a partial success, opening up 
the A. T. & T. patent pool but failing to come 
to grips with the Western Electric operation. 


R.C.A., regarded as the largest of the three 
cases, had been under scrutiny by the Justice 
Department, with anti-monopoly action in 
mind, for nearly 30 years. . 

No one could make a radio or television set 
without the aid of R.C.A.’s patent pool, which 
received 77 per cent of all royalties paid by 
the radio-television industry. 

The small competitor who wanted licenses 
to a handful of patents could not get them 
unless he took the whole vast R.C.A. package, 
including thousands for which he had no use. 


In many instances, a former patent adviser 
to the Federal Communications Commission 
testified to a House subcommittee, a patent 
lawyer had to be hired to find out whether 
a particular device was covered by R.C.A. 
patent. This too deterred many companies, 
from research as well as manufacture. 

The dead hand of monopoly has lain with 
special weight on color TV. Controlling 100 
key color-TV patents, R.C.A. makes the only 
commercial color sets and telecasts, through 
its subsidiary the National Broadcasting Co., 
the only regular color TV programs. In these 
operations the company is estimated to have 
lost $130,000,000 to date, while the sale of 
color TV sets still lags. Under the decree 
just handed down in Federal Court at New 
York it is hoped in the industry that other 
companies will get into the business, giving 
it the combined push considered necessary 
to public acceptance. 


Science Working for Man 


Since the community of science is univer- 
sal—or should be—it would be unseemly to 
put too much stress on the awarding of the 
Nobel prizes in medicine and physiology to 
three Americans, Drs. George Wells Beadle, 
E. L. Tatum and Joshua Lederberg. Yet it is 
understandable that Americans should find 
satisfaction and pride in their achievements. 
This is particularly true since the work in 
genetics—with its possibilities of new attacks 
on cancer—is part of the great scientific 
struggle for human life. 

It should be especially apparent to St. 
Louisans that Ameri scientific leadership, 
insofar as it is recognized by Nobel prizes, 
asserts itself so often on this humane plane. 
The prizes which came to St. Louisans in 


- Yecent years—the two Drs. Cori and Drs. 


Doisy, Erlanger and Gasser—were acknowl- 


toward a deepening of medical science. 

This year’s prize in chemistry, awarded to 
Dr. Frederick Sanger of Cambridge Univer- 
sity for his insulin research, is another indi- 
cation of the life-saving devotion of Western 
science. But Dr. Sanger’s work was based 
on earlier Russian developments, and scien- 
tists in California have based significant 
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achievements on the work for which the Rus- 
sians—Pavel, Cherenkov and Tamm—were 
awarded this year’s Nobel prizes in physics. 
The Nobel awards again have proved the 
truism that the universal nature of man and 
nature—which science seeks to elucidate— 
cannot be changed by political divisions and 
differences. And this allows the hope that 
politicians will not only recognize this uni- 
versally, but also find ways of serving it. 


On the Ballot in Illinois 


Were not a single office to be filled in 
Illinois Tuesday, the importance of the propo- 
sitions to be voted on ought to cause an out- 
pouring of citizen lawmakers to the polls. 
Here they are in capsule form: 

Judicial Amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion—Drawn jointly by the Illinois Bar Asso- 
ciation and the 1957 Legislature, this pro- 
posed amendment is designed to give Illinois 
a better ordered, more efficient, modern 
court system. It is backed by Gov. Strat- 
ton, former Gov. Stevenson, Mayor Daley and 
many other civic leaders as well as by a host 
of organizations. Chief opposition is from 
Justices of the Peace who do not want to give 
up their outmoded fee-based courts. The 
amendment is not perfect but it promises 
many improvements. It needs a two-thirds 
majority and deserves to get much more. 

Sheriff and Treasurer Amendment—This 
would permit county sheriffs and treasurers 
to succeed themselves. Currently these offi- 
cers tend to rotate and thus to defeat the 
one-term limitation. The effect of the amend- 
ment might well be good or bad depending 
on the county and the extent to which its 
courthouse is in the hands of a ring or is 
subject to party overturns. 


Banking Law Change—This is one of the 
reforms coming out of the Hodge scandals. 
It would transfer regulation of state banks 
from the State Auditor to the new Depart- 
ment of Financial Institutions. It is strongly. 
recommended by the study directed by Dr. 
Lloyd Morey, former University of Illinois 
president. It ought to pass overwhelmingly. 


$248,000,000 Bond Isswe—Illinois has fallen 
far behind needs in buildings at its state hos- 
pitals and educational institutions. This pro- 
posed bond issue would provide $81,000,000 
for permanent improvements at the welfare 
institutions and comparable amounts for the 
state universities at Urbana, Chicago, Car- 
bondale, Normal, DéKalb, Macomb and 
Charleston. The alternative is to increase 
the sales tax, for these needs will have to be 
met. The bonds deserve generous support.

Language Professor Says Inattention to Subject Ill Serves National Interest

It would be typ- 
ical for the docile American tax- 
payer to ask at this point what the 
schools have been doing with the 
money he has contributed to them 
all these years. The answer, aside 
from the fact that he should have 
looked into this matter long ago, re- 
veals a situation which I believe will 
appear to future historians as one 
of the great paradoxes of our time. 

This paradox was described as 
follows by Harold Hoskins, Director 
of the Foreign Service Institute: 
“Actually, during the very decades 
when the United States was heading 
toward leadership in world affairs, 
the language requirements in many 
of our schools were being lowered 
and the comparative number of pu- 
pils who were becoming proficient 
in various foreign languages was ac- 
tually on the wane.” 

The only good thing in this whole 
shameful situation is that it has got- 
ten so very bad as to have finally 
shaken the public and governmental 
apathy that allowed it to come about 
in the first place. We must there- 
fore rejoice that the long and care- 
ful hearings on aid-to-education leg- 
islation have resulted in the National 
Defense Education Act of 1958. 


Education Act’s Provisions 


Although not so favorable as had 
been hoped, this historic law does 
give preference, in its liberal pro- 
visions for student loans, to students 
whose academic background indi- 
cates a superior capacity or prepa- 
ration in science, mathematics, en- 
gineering, or a modern foreign lan- 
guage. It further provides for lan- 
guage and area centers for less com- 
mon but strategically important lan- 
guages; for short-term or regular- 

on institutes for the advanced 
training of elementary or secondary 
school teachers, with stipends; for 
research and experimentation in the 
use of audio-visual media, and for 
the dissemination of such informa- 
tion; and for assistance to elemen- 
tary and secondary public schools

as language laboratories. 

Now all these features, if wisely 
administered, will prove very help- 
ful, but they will not in themselves 
supply our country’s urgent need. 
The profession must heed the ad- 
monition implicit in the law’s re- 
peated references to “new teaching 
methods,” and must effect a drastic 
reorientation as to objectives and 
methods. 


Our first step must accordingly be 
to adjust our objectives to meet the 
most préssing national need, which 
is the ability to communicate effec- 
tively with the rest of the world. Di- 
plomacy, propaganda, the gathering 
and dissemination of information 
whether military, scientific, cultural 
or economic, even our growing inter- 
national trade, all must depend on 
communication. I suggest therefore

A GUIDE-BOOK on newspaper 
English is necessarily a treatise on 
proper usage. There is no such medium 
as “journalese”; there is good writing 
and bad writing and metropolitan news- 
papers, at least, have become increas- 
ingly integested in making their edi- 
torial content lucid and precise. 


Evidence of this purpose may be 
found in “Watch Your Language” by 
Theodore M. Bernstein, assistant man- 
aging editor of the New York Times, 
The Times has always enjoyed a repu- 
tation for comprehensive and far-reach- 
ing coverage of the news; but of recent 
years it has also become a lively news- 
paper in which clear and direct com- 
munication is emphasized. 

One must infer that Mr. Bernstein 
has played an important part in this 
transformation. His book, at any rate, 
is derived from a series of bulletins 
addressed to memberg-ef his staff in 
which he exposes sloppy usage and 
commends the good. The sheep and the 
goats are designated as “Winners and 
Sinners,” but as Mr. Bernstein is more 
than ordinarily humane, for an edi- 
torial straw boss, he identifies only the 
“Winners.” 

From the many examples in both 
categories it appears that Mr. Bern- 
stein is an enemy of the trite as well as 
the erroneous expression. He is also 
against slang and colloquialisms. So the 
requirements of good newspaper style 
are not satisfied by mere intelligibility. 
“Mr, Hall lit into Mr. Stevenson” is 
clear enough in its meaning but Mr. 
Bernstein disallows it and in so doing 
makes it evident that he expects a 
néwspaper writer to guard the language 
against vulgarization,

Some American readers will discount 
these statements in the autobiography 
of Viscount Montgomery who, under 
General Eisenhower, commanded the 
Twenty-first Army Group consisting of 
British, Canadian and United States 
units. They will consider them as evi- 
dence of the egotism of an eccentric and 
ambitious soldier, Other readers will 
find his views, at least on the subject of 
political foresight, worth sober thought. 
The writer finds himself in the latter 
group. Though the past cannot be re- 
called, like situations are certain to con- 
front American statesmen in the future. 


Montgomery's fight for the narrow 
front, as against the broad-front strategy 
actually adopted, began even before the 
breakout from the Normandy beach- 
head. In August he presented Gen. 
Eisenhower with a memorandum of 
“certain points of principle” which de- 
clared that the quickest way to win the 
war would be for the mass of the allied 
armies to move northward through Bel- 
gium and thence into the Ruhr. This 
force, the memorandum said, must 
operate as a unit under one man. It did 
not say, but it was clearly implied, that 
Montgomery should be that man.

HAN SUYIN MADE her name 
overnight with her “A Many Splendored 
Thing.”

The strong reaction among Americans 

recalls the struggle of Gen. Pershing 
in the first World War to keep 
American troops from being absorbed 
into the armies of France and England. 
When Gen, Marshal] visited the bat- 
tlefront Montgomery tried to sell his 
plan to him. He writes that “Marshall 
listened but said little. It was clear that 
he entirely disagreed.” The British 
leader nevertheless continued to press 
his proposal. Gen, Eisenhower finally 
became exasperated to the extent that 
he wrote Montgomery: “In your latest 
letter you disturb me by predictions of 
‘failure’ unless your exact opinions in 
the matter of giving you command over 
Bradley are met in detail.” 
IN ADVOCATING the “concen- 
trated thrust” Viscount Montgomery de- 
clares that he was influenced by two 
main considerations. First, he saw it as 
the quickest way to end the war; and 
the British economy and manpower 
situation demanded victory in 1944. 
Secondly, he was concerned with win- 
ning the peace as well as the war. 

“That meant getting possession of 
certain political centers in Europe be- 
fore the ‘Russians—notably Vienna, 
Prague and Berlin, If the higher direc- 
tion of the war had been handled 
properly by the political leaders of the 
West * * * we could have had all three. 
The Americans could not understand 
that it was of little avail to win the war 
strategically if we lost it politically. Be- 
cause of this curious view we suffered 
from VE-Day onwards, and are still so 
suffering.” 

After the war, Montgomery, whose 
defeat of Rommel in North Africa had

ONE THING IS CERTAIN: With these two biog- 
raphies appearing almost simultaneously with the third 
volume of Mrs. Roosevelt’s own autobiography (sections of 
which are running in the Everyday Magazine), the world 
will not lack information about the life of Eleanor Roose- 
velt. 

In these two volumes her life is spread before us, in 
text and in photographs—in its joys as well as in its sor- 
rows—and the reader may take his—or perhaps more likely, 
her—choice between them. The chief difference between 
the books is that while one makes greater use of pictures, 
—there are more than 250 in the first volume—Steinberg 
bases his work on a study of over 4000 personal letters 
and private papers from the Hyde Park memorial library. 

The above illustration appears in both volumes. It shows 
Eleanor as a 21-year-old bride with her formidable and 
dominating mother-in-law, Mrs. James Roosevelt, who had 
in the previous spring done her best to divert Franklin 
from marrying his cousin by taking him on a Caribbean 
cruise. An entry in Eleanor’s diary (reproduced in the 
Harrity-Martin volume) gives a glimpse into this always 
difficult relationship: October 3, 1919: “Mama and I have 
a bad time, I should be ashamed of myself and I’m not. 
She is too good and generous and her judgment is better 
than mine but I can learn more easily.” 

How Eleanor Roosevelt did learn, how, in fact, she grew 
from a shy, unself-confident girl into a world leader and 
the woman who reached her seventy-third birthday on Oc- 
tober 11, is the story that is told in these volumes, and it is 
certainly one of great human interest.

FOR THOSE OF US who have enjoyed.the livelv and 
emotion packed novels and short stories of Fannie Hurst, 
reading her autobiography will be a delightful experience 
and certainly not a surprising one. She views her mama, 
papa, husband, and herself as characters in one of her 
novels, and the result is pure Fannie Hurst—“purple” writ- 
ing at times, but certainly never boring. 

For St. Louisans, her book should have special appeal, 
because she writes of her early years and girlhood in her 
home town with specific examples and in no vague generali- 
ties. Friends, acquaintances, members of her family, teach- 
ers, both dear and not so dear, are brought in with direct- 
ness and good humor: 

“Mama's world was composed of tiny mosaics, seven days 
a week of things you could eat and touch and smell and do. 
On the other hand to her voiced mystification, I moved in 
a world you could not see.” 

And Papa? “While it is true that Papa’s reading was 
chiefly confined to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the Re- 
publican morning paper, the Globe-Democrat, he must have 
lived a rewarding life of introspective satisfactions, far re- 
moved from mama and, for all I know, from me.” 

Her feelings for Mama and Papa? “Be that as it may, 
except for Mama’s eruptions, I grew up in a quiet house 
of evenly drawn window shades, impeccable cleanliness, 
geometrically placed conventional furniture, middle-class 
respectability. I adored Mama. I liked Papa. I hated the 
quiet house.” 

AND WHAT ABOUT ST. LOUIS? 

“When people said, as they were wont, and still are for 
that matter: St. Louis is a slow town, give me Chicago or 
New York; it seemed to me they must know nothing about 
Grand avenue. Besides Central High, Grand avenue boasted 
the Odeon Concert Hall, next door, Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege, and the massive stone entrance to the then exclusive 
Vandeventer place. There was even a bookstore near Cen- 
tral High, where, to be sure, only Christian Science litera- 
ture was dispensed.” 

Living with Mama and Papa in the too clean house, at- 
tending Central High School and later Washington Uni- 
versity, she was often “rigid with a sense of rejection.” 
At Central High she was not an outstanding student, ex- 
cept in English. At Washington University, she was not 
even elected to “The Potter’s Wheel,” the exclusive literary 
group, the president of which is purported to have said, “I 
would rather be a classic failure than a popular success like 
Fannie Hurst.” 

That remark has stayed with her always. Later when 
she had torn herself away from her parents, in spite of 
their tears, and after much hard work had become a popu- 
lar success in New York, she was always in awe of authors. 
“At a carefully preserved and reserved distance, I knew 
Edna St. Vincent Millay and Willa Cather, who, if they re- 
garded me at all, must have thought of me as a mute. What 
ailed me was awe.” 
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THE ERA OF THEODORE ROOSEV ELT, by George E. 

Mowry. (Harper & Bros., 330 pss, $5.)

SCRIBNER’S NEW EDITION of Theodore Roose- 
velt’s Autobiography, edited by Wayne Andrews and >ub- 
lished in commemoration of the 100th anniversary of Roose- 
velt’s birth, will widen the: growing circle of his admirers. 
Roosevelt, as revealed in his own words, appears to par- 
ticular advantage when compared with some of his suc- 
cessors in the presidential chair. At a time when sobriety, 
solemnity and a modest deference to the opinions of “ex- 

” are the chief requirements of high office, it is good 
to be reminded of Roosevelt's gaiety and humor and, better 
yet, of that ingrained irreverence which seems to have been 
a Roosevelt family trait. There was no subject on which 
Roosevelt did not feel qualified to speak, and while he may 
sometimes have been wrong, he was never dull. 

There was much more to Roosevelt, however, than a 

mere abundance of animal spirits. Roosevelt’s devotion to 
the “strenuous life” was highly self-conscious, as his Auto- 
biography makes perfectly clear. He thought of himself 
as an enlightened amateur in all things, or, to use a phrase 
degraded by over-use, as @ well-rounded man. What is more 
important, he attempted to make his own well-roundedness 
an example to his countrymen. 
HE WAS NAIVE, PERHAPS, in expecting every- 
body to lead a life like his own, which was, after all, the 
life of a country gentleman (although an unusually active 
one). Certainly he never understood the extent to which 
his strenuous life was predicated on wealth and leisure far 
greater than the average American enjoyed. 

Yet the ideal itself represented an abiding American 
vision—that vigorous, intelligent, and self-reliant citizens 
are indispensable to the success of democracy. Roosevelt's 
enlightened amateur was nothing less than Emerson's self- 
reliant man; that is, the man who thinks for himself and 
who refuses to conform, merely for the sake of conformity, 
to what is generally accepted and therefore safe. The ideal 
democrat, whom Roosevelt sought to embody in himself, 
prefers vigor to comfort, freedom to safety. 

Mr. Andrews has attempted to bring the Autobiography 
within the range of a more general readership than it has 
lately enjoyed by considerably abridging it, on the one hand, 
and on the other by inserting here and there excerpts from 
Roosevelt’s letters and speeches. He has proceeded with 
great discretion. The abridgements in no way impair the 
original, while the additions give it a chronological con- 
tinuity which Roosevelt often did not bother to supply. 
MORRIS AND COMMAGER’S NEW American 
Nation series, eight volumes of which have now appeared, 
is of uneven quality, as any joint undertaking of this sort 
must necessarily be. George Mowry’s “The Era of Theodore 
Roosevelt” is one of the better volumes; nor is the appear- 
ance of subsequent additions to the series likely to dimin- 
ish its stature. It is, in fact, the most judicious: short survey 
of the progressive period to have been written. 

What Professor Mowry has done is to synthesize, often 
brilliantly, the researches of a generation of scholars who 
have little by little revised the view, so fashionable in the 

"20s and 30’s, that the progressives were little more than 
reactionaries in disguise and that their fervid moral 
rhetoric concealed a total absence of purpose. It should be 
noted that nobody has contributed more to the success of 
this revision than Professor Mowry himself in his previous 
studies of Theodore Roosevelt and of the California pro- 
gressives, 


IN THESE WORKS, as well as in the,present one, he 
has made it amply clear that to judge fhe progressives 
by the standards of the New Deal is to miss the significance 
of what they were trying to do—to set limits on business 
enterprise, not to establish a welfare state—as well as to 
underestimate the vigor with which reform of any kind was 
opposed by the conservatives of the Roosevelt era. 

Professor Mowry does not claim that the progressives 
achieved any final solution to the problem of industrialism. 
He does credit them with at least having made a start. 
It would have been easy for Roosevelt to suppress the 
anthracite strike by force, as Cleveland had suppressed the 
Pullman strike. It would have been easy for him to ignore 
the existence of the Sherman Act, as his predecessors had 
ignored it. In the face of these and many other temptations, 
the wonder is, not that Roosevelt and his followers were 
not more progressive than they were, but that they man- 
aged to be progressive at all. Professor Mowry has at last 
restored the achievements of these reformers to some kind 
of historical perspective.

A Suspicious Look at Our Progress 


Architect Richard Neutra Asks: Where Is the Human Being? 


By GEORGE McCUE 


COCKING ASARDONICALLY 
raised eyebrow at the Gothic ceiling 
timbers of Graham Chapel the other 
day, Richard J, Neutra told his student 
audience: “One of my themes is to cast 
suspicion on our progress.” 

As an architect, city planner and 
home designer operating on a global 
scale—a man with current projects 
afoot in such widely spaced operational 
fields as South Africa, Pakistan and 
Brazil; a man who, among designers in 
the modern idiom, stands at the pin- 
nacle, and finally, a man who com- 
mands respectful attention when he 
writes or speaks about the ideals of 
architecture—Neutra delivers his state- 
ments with a magistral authority that 
is often touched with impishness. His 
sardonic eyebrow is the left one. 

The eminent architect, born in Vienna 
65 years ago and now living in Los 
Angeles, addressed an assembly at 
Washington University, speaking for an 
hour without manuscript or notes. A 
faint touch of accent pervades his 
speech, which is relaxed and clear, with 
occasional jabs of biting wit thrown off 
with a benign smile and a toss of his 
iron-gray mane. His overall theme was 
“Man, the Measure,” with “suspicion 
on our progress” interwoven in this as 
a sub-topic that kept bobbing up and 
asserting itself. 


AS A FIRM BELIEVER in prog- 
ress, Neutra takes the view that “prog- 
ress” needs to be evaluated from time

to time to make certain that it repre- 
sents something of real benefit to man, 
and is not just a more impressive set 
of statistics than those of the last fiscal 
period. 

The architect, he said, is not an 
engineer; he has to apply engineer- 
ing principles to his work, but so does 
he also have to apply chemical, psycho- 
logical, biological and legal principles, 
along with others that can be defined 
only as “human” principles. 

“Engineers are concerned with ma- 
terials, and with the strains and stresses 
which occur in steel, in reinforced con- 
crete. As architects, we are concerned 
with the strains and stresses which 
occur within the skin of human beings, 
within a nervous system which may be 
toppled over by the wrong measures. 


‘‘MAN 18 THE MEASURE of 
things, and he is a reliably stable meas- 
ure. Twelve million Americans cool 
their heels in psychiatric waiting rooms 
a year; a man can only take so much, 
and no more. Our progress is big, but 
inhuman. Our pride in progress is 
ridiculously inflated, and we have only 
one counterpart in the world, with 
whom we belong in a mutual admira- 
tion society and that’s the Soviet Re- 
publics, which have exactly the same 
idea of bigness and mass production. 

“We have to bring architecture and 
city planning back to more permanent 
and lasting values. These may not be 
eternal, necessarily, but they must have 
something to do with the slow-chang- 
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ing and enduring characteristics of the 
human individual and the human 
species. 

Man begins his existence, Neutra 
said, in the dark, still sanctuary of 
the womb. “Then he is born, The baby 
gazes into that glaring luminaire which 
is being so much advertised to hos- 
pital architects. It didn’t see anything 
at all five minutes ago,: but here it's 
gazing into this luminaire, and be- 
coming aware of the noise, the stink of 
medication, the other 45 babies in the 
hospital nursery and the nurse with the 
mask covering her face. 

“The baby is delivered into the hands 
of the architect, and it is in those hands 
from the cradle to the grave. Precisely 
what is the architect going to do to 
you? Architecture is not just a visual 
affair. It also involves all the things 
that act on our millions of sense recep- 
tors. An architect is a non-contemporary 
architect unless he makes use of what 
the biologists are finding out about the 
human being.” 

Neutra took a long, hard look at the 
space age, and said he was beginning 
to wonder about it. 


“WE ARE FLYING about our 
planet in hours, and we have communi- 
cations as nobody ever did. In reality, 
we are very much more provincial than 
they were when a scholar would just 
walk from Salerno to Salamanca, or on 
to the Sorbonne, and get food on the 
way and could sleep in the hay of the 
farmer.” 


The sardonic eyebrow shot up. “Even 
could get a kiss from the farmer’s 
daughter, maybe. Well, you can see 
that with all our progress, we have in 
the age of reason much less unity than 
they had in the age of faith. 

“I built a house for an airline pilot 
who goes every day in 35 minutes from 
his house to the airport in San Fran- 
cisco, flies in seven hours or so to Idle- 
wild and he sits_over Idlewild for 45 
minutes, then-hé can land. Now they are 
going to have jets, and they will fly 
in four and a half hours to New York, 
and sit two and a half hours. So, you 
see, we are making progress. 


“A democracy should watch out. It 
should never believe that it cannot or 
should not subsidize any public inter- 
est, You can subsidize a common carrier 
or you can subsidize your own traffic 
jams—and your own pathology. 

“One of my friends is-director of the 
zoo in Zurich. He took me to his aviary, 
which hag no bars at all. But you see 
his birds, happy birds, do not move 
away. You are just speechless. The only 
problem is to protect them from the 
human visitors, They stay there because 
they like it. This is how this man de- 
signs his aviary. If you want to build 
for birds, you have to love birds, you 
have to understand them. 

“The same thing may be true of the 
human being.” 


Beauty as a Prime’ Necessity | 
Why City Redevelopment Should F ollow Esthetic Plan

WE NOW KNOW the earth and its 
sun are on the outer fringe of one of 
a million galaxies in an expanding uni- 
verse. Even in our own galaxy, we are 
not in the center of things. Science 
has thus shattered what Harlow Shap- 
ley refers to as the “presumed su- 
periority of man as an animal.” 


But it remains a magnificent uni- 
verse in which to play even a humble 
part, 

Our very minuteness requires that 
we set our standards high.. The small 
in stature have to do well indeed in 
order to be proud, The city is among 
man’s most important physical crea- 
tions, and that is where an increasing 
proportion of us live. Therefore, we 
are under a particular obligation to 
make our cities places of which we 
can be proud. 

America has failed in this important 
urban responsibility; and Philadelphia, 
which leads the nation in urban.renew- 
al, is just now shedding its share of the 
blame, 

The deplorable fact is that too often 
America’s new buildings are the mis- 
begotten spawn of ill-conceived econ- 
omy, mated with monotony. 

Here we are, busily transforming 
the face of a nation with a torrent 
of buildings sprawling along every ar- 
tery of communication, eroding the 
little remaining countryside. And the 
buildings are unlovely, uninspired, and 
unforgivable. These ugly buildings are 
said to be functional. But the psy- 
chologists and efficiency experts now 
find that beauty increases productivity. 
It necessarily follows that true func- 
tionalism in man-made edifices must 
include artistic expression. 

WHAT AN ANOMALY it is that 


dividual patron of the arts, and the pri- 
vate client on the scale found in New 
York at the time of the early skyscrap- 
ers, no longer exist. He says that only 
if we are willing to spend generous 
amounts of money out of taxes for the 
necessity of art will the American com- 
munity begin properly to change in 
appearance, 

Certainly the taxpayer should bear 
part of the burden. But consider the 
fact that a group of private builders 
who want to develop part of Philadel- 
phia near the Delaware river are able 
to raise $10,000,000 for that purpose 
and to proceed by conventional financ- 
ing. From this it appears the purse 
strings of the Government are not the 
only ones which can be unloosed for 
the physical enrichment of the cities 
we must pass on to our children. 


LET US NOT bequeath to our heirs 
an America so dull that they have 
to board ships or airplanes and go 
to Rome, Paris or Brussels in order 
to see beautiful cities. Taxes being 
what they are, some of them aren't 
going to be rich enough to go that far. 
They should have beauty at home; man- 
made beauty in addition to the beauty 
of our spacious skies, our purple moun- 
tained majesty, our amber waves of 
grain. 

There are two things Government 
can do: 


In the first place, the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the government of every 
state, city and political division should 
include the fine arts as integral parts 
of all public buildings. Too often in 
modern buildings the work of art is 
an afterthought—a piece of decoration 
added to fill a space that is felt to be 
too empty. Ideally, the work of art 
should be a focus round which the 
harmony of the whole buildings re- 
volves—inseparable from the design, 
and aesthetically essential. 

In this way, we can work towaré 
architectural triumphs such as the noble

Classical Records

ROBERTA PETERS, the young American soprano, 
gives a distinguished performance in the hame role of 
Donizetti's “Lucia di Lammermoor” as recorded in Rome 
by a mixed Italian and American cast. (RCA-Victor, Mon- 
aural, Two Records.) Her tone quality is uniformly warm 
and pure and she spins out a legato line with unflawed 
grace. Miss Peters also conveys in the stress and color- 
ing of her voice the emotions of a sensitive, distraught 
young girl under pressure. She brings into place, in short, 
as much dramatic expression as this limited role permits. 

Those who like this opera, however, are interested in 
the singing and little else. Consequently they should 
find this record highly rewarding because Miss Peters is 
supported by Jan Peerce, Philip Maero and Giorgio Tozzi. 
Peerce’s singing has the fresh, incisive ring of his earlier 
years and Giorgio Tozzi—an American baritohe despite his 
name—discloses a rich, flexible timbre that makes a com- 
parison with Pinza justifiable. Maero is a more robust, 
less delicate singer than Tozzi but he is still impressive. 

Minor principals, orchestra and chorus are from the Rome 
opera. Erich Leinsdorf, the conductor, handles the orchestra 
roughly at times but on the whole he provides an adequate 
setting for the singers. 


“MYSTERIOUS MOUNTAIN” by Alan Hovhaness 
which has been recorded for the first time by the Chicago 
Orchestra under Fritz Reiner is an engaging work and 
an unusual one.. Hovhaness is a contemporary American 
composer of Armenian extraction who has been distinguished 
chiefly for his use of Oriental coloring within a Western 
frame of reference. “Mysterious Mountain,” however, is 
neither Oriental nor “modern” in its texture. Its first and 
third movements are broad, solemn and conventionally me- 
lodic; yet they have a strongly individual character. It 
will undoubtedly become a popular item in symphonic 
repertories. 

Reiner’s performance has all the needed breadth, sus- 
tained tonal richness and general virtuosity of execution. 
Stravinsky's Divertimento from “The Fairy’s Kiss,” on the 
reverse side, is also handsomely played. (RCA-Victor, 
Monaural, One Record.) 
THE BOSTON WOODWIND QUINTET with the 
pianist Jesus Maria Sanroma as-soloist, has shown consid- 
erable discernment in bringing an obscure work by an 
obscure nineteenth century composer to the public's at- 
tention. The Sextet in B Flat by Ludwig Thuille has an 
amiable spontaneity which makes it well worth hearing 
even though it has an evident kinship to the music of 
Brahms and Schumann. Thuille was born in the Southern 
Tyrol, now a part of Italy, but is classified as an Austrian 
composer. The performance is charmingly crisp and fluent.

A NEWS ITEM in a recent issue of the Post-Dispatch 
contained the rather shattering disclosure that a young 
British musicologist has unearthed a staggering number 
of discrepancies between the published scores of Verdi's 
operas and the composer’s own autographs. This sort of 
occurrence is by no means unprecedented—Bach and Mo- 
zart having suffered untold horrors at the hands of pub- 
lishers—but one cannot help being surprised when the 
victim of the outrage turns out to be Verdi. Verdi lived 
at a time when the art of proofreading was quite nicely 
developed, and when he had achieved an eminence which 
(one might suppose) would have enabled him to overrule 
the interference of helpful editors. 

I grieve at this revelation, not because the bottom Has 
dropped out of my Verdi investment. It has, but that is 
one of the occupational hazards of score collecting, and 
one which must be borne stoically. Nor is it disconcerting 
to realize that I must unlearn countless errors which have, 
by now, become habitual. A musician is indignant over 
this matter because it indicates an invasion of a com- 
poser’s domain; an offense that should be severely punished 
by law, on grounds of falsification and distortion. It can- 
not help but lead to misunderstanding and misinterpretation. 


AS A PROBLEM, its significance is ethical. A com- 
poser writing music conceives an over-all—a total—picture 
in sound. It is an organic picture which, in order to be 
rendered practicable for re-creation, is broken down into 
individual components: notes, balances and sonorities, all 
of which are notated graphically (if Jnertly) in a score. 
The score, therefore, represents the nearest equivalent to 
the composer’s abstract picture, and any alteration of the 
score must, necessarily, alter the composer’s intentions. 
No matter how slight the amendment or deletion, it is 
alien to the letter and the spirit of the composer. It is, In 
short, unethical; and it is unethical because it is funda- 
mentally dishonest. ’ 

Falsifications originate from two sources: editors—either 
the self-appointed brand who buy or inherit manuscripts, 
or the professionals employed by publishing houses and 
performers—who, by dint of endless repetitions of a dis- 
tortion, manage to obscure the composer’s original thought. 
Naturally, the mast spirited defenses of these crimes stem 
from the offenders themselves. Editors suggest that they 
clarify a composer’s music by supplying needed details 
and omitting superfluous or contradictory ones when, in 
fact, they supply only confusion and delete only necesst 
ties, since a composer is hardly likely to waste time, effort 
and ink adding irrelevant details to his score. 

Performers are more insidious. They point to the tradi- 
tions which have grown around a piece of music (often 
without the consent or even the knowledge of the com- 
poser) as though indicating the Holy Grail. But dishonesty, 
under any other name, is still dishonesty, and if a tradi- 
tion violates the composer's score, it may curtly be dismissed 
on grounds of falsification. 


PERFORMERS —AND EDITORS — like to claim 
that their aberrations improve a piece of music. This, to 
me, is dangerous logic, for it implies that anyone has the 
right to tamper with another’s work. But improvements 
cannot be externally applied; they myst be organically mo- 
tivated, and qply the composer ocqpies a position visionary 
enough to accomplish this. Mahler’s revisions of Schu- 
mann’s symphonies provide some fine textbook orchestra- 
tions, but are hopelessly alien to Schumann's musical thinking. 

I do not intend to imply that a performance, in order 
to be successful, should be bound, literally and pedantic- 
ally to the score, since the score governs only the technical 
aspect of performance, and a worthy performance of any 
music transcends the merely technical. Nor would I imply 
that all editors and all performers are barracudas waiting 
to pounce upon a score with the sole intention of dismem- 
bering it. But, jt would seem, there have been enough of 
them in the past to warrant a complete overhauling of 
the Bach-Gesellschaft and the Mozart Collected Works, 
both of which are currently being re-issued in new, au- 
thentic editions. Now it seems that the Verdi operas de- 
mand rescue from the stranglehold of performance tradi- 
tion and editorial liberty. We cannot, of course, predict 
from this vantage point what specific effect upon the actual 
music such a rescue would provoke. But of one conclusion 
there can be no doubt: honest Verdi will be infinitely 
more welcome than altered Verdi,

EVANSTON, Ill, Nov. 1 (AP)—Sophomore Dick Thornton 
passed for Northwestern's longest aerial touchdown in history 
in the third period and then ran and tossed for two more scores 
in the fourth to wheel the Wildcats to a stunning 21-0 rout of 


Ohio State today. 


The loss was the Buckeyes’ 
first in the Big Ten in two 
years and it marked the first 
time Northwestern had beaten 
them since 1948. It also was 
the Wildcats’ widest decision 
over Qhio since its series 
started in 1913. 

It couldn’t have been more 
opportune since the second 
largest crowd ever to gather 
in Dyche Stadium, 51,102, was 
on hand to cheer on the Home- 
coming triumph which gave 
the conference Cinderella team 
a 5-1 season mark. The ’Cats 
didn’t win a game last year. 

A defensive struggle, in 
which neither side could come 
within 18 yards of scoring, was 
broken open by the 180-pound 
Thornton in the last 90 sec- 
onds of the third period. 

The former all-star prep 
athlete from Chicago, on the 
Northwestern 33, passed to 
speedy junior halfback Ron 
Burton. The spiral snuggled 
into Burton’s arms on the 
Buckeye 35 and he streaked 
diagonally to the first touch- 
down, with the Ohio defenders 
caught in the backwash. 

The play, good for 67 yards, 
eclipsed the old Northwestern 
record of 66 on Don Burson’s 
touchdown toss to Ed Tunni- 
cliff in 1949. 

Thornton booted the point 
and Northwestern was ahead, 
7-0. 

In the fourth, the irrepressi- 
ble Thornton was a one-man 
show as he plunged for one 
touchdown, passed for another 
and flipped an aerial for a two- 
point conversion. 

Wildcat Line Stops White. 

Midway in the last period, 
Northwestern’s defense for the 
second straight time in the 
game stopped the Buckeyes’ 
bulldozing fullback, Bob White, 
on fourth down and a yard to 


0. 
¥ Northwestern took over on 
the Bucks’ 44. After two short 
gains, Thornton ripped around 
end on a keep play for 32 yards 
to the Ohio State one. Then 
he plunged across, but his 
placekick for the extra point 
was wide, 


With only two minutes left, 
Thornton stole Frank Krem- 
blas’s pass and ran it back 29

That was a sad showing 
which Ezzard Charles made 
in Texas recently when he 
was stopped by Donnie Flee- 
man in six rounds. He was 
suspended for the poor per- 
formance and now puts the 
blame for his trouble on a 
sprained ankle which, he 
says, the Commission doctor 
should have seen at the time 
of the weigh-in and physical 
examination. 

He wants another chance 
at Fleeman to remove the 
blot on his record. 

But one of the mysteries 
is why Charles insists on 
continuing in the ring against 
the advice of everyone who 
knows him, including his 
manager, Tom Tannas. And 
why do promoters continue 
to sign him for matches? 
And why, furthermore, does 
any state commission permit 
him to operate? 

Charles has been finished 
for a long time and permit- 
ting him to continue will 
only result in a physical 
wreck, the kind which brings 
much public condemnation 
of boxing. 

Charles had many big 
monéy matches during his 
eareer and it is hardly likely 
that he is in financial diffi- 
culties: if he is, there’s no- 
body to blame but himself 
and taking further punish- 
ment would not end his 
troubles, anyway. 

It is to be hoped if he 
hasn’t sense enough to quit 
boxing that his suspension 
is made to stick, world wide, 
for his own good. 


A case similar to that of 
Charles is Willie Pep, who 
recently was stopped by Ho- 
gan (Kid) Bassey, world’s 
featherweight champion. 

Pep, one of the truly greats 
of the ring, persisted in g0- 
ing ahead boxing after he 
was washed up. He built up 
to a match with the youth- 
ful titleholder and was kay- 
oed at Boston. | 

Nothing has been said as 
yet about his retiring for 
good but he. like Charles, 
would do well to call it a 
day.

Important — 
To New Tree

CHICAGO — Although ever- 
greens can safely, be trans- 
planted either in early fall or 
spring, in most cages the for- 
wy * preferable. 
e most important seasonal 
factor in transplanting oever- 
greens is soi] moisture. There 


Most evergreens will succeed 
in any good soil, but a loam 
that does not contain too much 
clay is considered best. 

If the soil is of a light sandy 
nature, a good amount of 
humus or leafmold should be 
incorporated with it before 
planting. 


The deeper the soil is pre- 
pared the better—two feet is 
not too much with evergreens. 
In digging the holes, make 
them a little larger than the 
ball of earth. The good top 
soil should be put in a sepa- 
rate pile from the poorer sub- 


must be plenty of moisture in 
the soil prior to the time of 
transplanting. : 

If the fall rains are early and 
the evergreens can be moved | 
early so as to beconie: well 
established before the ground | 
freezes about the roots, fall is 
the ideal time to plant. 

Evergreens should never be 
transplanted to a cold soil but 
to one that is sufficiently warm 
to permit root growth to begin 
immediately and to continue 
for a period of two or three 
weeks. 

To prevent drying of the 
roots, evergreens are trans- 
planted with a solid ball of 
earth about the roots, kept in 
place by a burlap wrapping. 
The wrapping should not be 


removed. The nursery will | 


alfo have the branches se- 
curely tied to prevent injury 
and they should remain tied 
until the tree is planted.

If the 
wide sweeping lower branches 
are removed from the pines, 
firs or spruces, the beautiful 
tapering effect is lost and the 
chief beauty of the tree is 
gone. 

Therefore, no entire branch 
is removed from an upright 
evergreen unless it is dead or 
diseased.

With the approach of each 
winter, the home gardener 
turns his interest to storm win- 
dows, anti-freeze for his car 
and a good supply of wood for 
the family hearth. 


What about that power lawn | 


mower that kept the old home- 


stead trim all through summer? 

It is an engineering fact that 
today’s brand name power 
mowers are constructed to give 
years of service, but through 
neglect or disinterest they just 
don’t produce that much mile- 
age. 

The power lawn mower 
should have‘a spring tuneup 
and a thorough winterizing. 

This takes little time, less 
effort and, in most cases, no 
expense. 

When your lawn-mowing ac- 
tivities are over for the season, 
and you've mulched all those 
fall leaves, there is a simple 
service check you should make 
on the unit before packing it 
away for the winter. 

Neglect Means Damage. 

A properly winterized power 
mower means first-pull starting 
in the spring, peti perform- 
ance and a season minimum 
operational and maintenance 
costs. 

On the other hand, lack of 
maintenance and normal care 
can cause needless damage to 
working parts and materially 
lessen the life ‘of the power 
mower. 

Engineers have tleveloped a 
simple set of instructions for 
winter service and storage. To 
keep your machine in good 
working order, just follow 
these rules: 


1. Wash the. mower thor- 
oughly with your garden hose. 
The housing and underside 


should be thoroughly cleaned 
in this manner to remove oil 
streaks, grass stains and any 
clippings stuck to the housing. 

2. Allow engine to run for 
a few minutes and let the 
mower stand outdoors until 
thoroughly dry. 


3. Drain fuel tank by remov- 
ing the fuel line from the car- 
-buretor connection and open- 
ing the fuel shout-off valve. 

This will allow most of the 
fuel to drain out of the tank. 


4. Drain all remaining fuel 
| from the fuel line and carbu- 
| retor by letting the engine run 

until it stops. Complete re- 
| moval of fuel from tank, fuel 
line and carburetor is impor-

STUART SYMINGTON (in- 
eumbent)—He is seeking elec- 
tion to a second six-year term 
in the Senate. A former in- 
dustrialist, Symington held a 
number of important positions 
in the executive branch of the 
administration of former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman before 
his election as a Missouri Sena- 
tor in 1952. 

Although political leaders of 
both parties regarded him as 
virtually “unbeatable” in his 
campaign for re-election, the 
Democratic incumbent has 
worked as hard this fall as he 
did in his 1952 campaigns, 
when he faced strong opposi- 
tion in both the primary and 
general elections. 

In a 70-day period following 
adjournment of the last ses- 
sion of Congress, Symington 
has made more than 200 
speeches in covering every 
congressional district in Mis- 
souri. In campaign speeches, 
he has been critical of the Re- 
publican Administration’s “lack 
of leadership,” and charged it 
failed to give the American 
people all the facts about the 
nation’s domestic and military 
problems. 

Critical of Policies. 

He was highly critical of Re- 
publican defense, farm and 
economic policies. He charged 
the United States lags behind 
Russia in missile development 
and in several important cate- 
gories of military strength. He 
condemned foreign policy 
under Secretary of State Dulles 
as permitting the United States 
to become identified with 
“backward, discredited rulers 
in the Middle East and Asia.” 
He predicted Republican farm 
policies would lead to a break 
in livestock prices next year. 

In his first term, Symington 
has had a liberal voting record 
which was more pleasing to the 
northern than the southern 
wing of his party. However, his 
closest friends in the Senate 
have been such southerners 
as Majority leader Johnson of 
Texas, Russell of Georgia and 
Smathers of Florida. 

Symington has been an out- 
spoken critic of defense poli- 
cies of the Eisenhower admin- 
istration. As the leading con- 
gressional spokesman for the 
Air Force, he led fights for 
expansion of United States air 
power and a defense build-up 
in the face of growing Soviet 
military strength. 

Joined in Missile Inquiry. 

As a member of the Senate 
Preparedness subcom mittee 
headed by Johnson, Syming- 
ton took part in the investiga- 
tion early this year into 
whether this country was lag- 
ging behind Russia in develop- 
ment of guided missiles. 

He was appointed to the new 
Senate Committee on Outer 
Space created this session. Ap- 
pointment to this group was 
coveted, and Symington is the 
only Democratic member not 


a chairman of a standing com- 


mittee. 

As a member of the disarma- 
ment subcommittee, Symington 
has taken a position against 
unilateral disarmament by the 
United States, or unilateral 
suspension of nuclear weapons 
tests. But he favors consider- 
ation of a bar on further 

tests if a foolproof 
n system can be de- 
vised to which both Russia and 
United States subscribe. 
Favors Farm Reform. 

As a member of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, he 
worked for a bill to reform 
the system under which farmer 
committtes administer part of 
the farm price support pro- 
grams on the local level.

had been convicted on charges 
ranging from embezzlement to 
liquor law violations. The in- 
vestigation followed reports 
that some of Hayden's em- 
ployes had solicited bribes and 
received pay-offs from St. 
Louis business men, who 
sought reduction of their firms’ 
merchants and manufacturers 
license taxes. 

Last December a_ circuit 
court grand jury, which had 
extended its term in order to 
investigate the reported irregu- 
larities in the License Collec- 
tor’s office, recommended dis- 
missal of four of Hayden's em- 
ployes and advocated sweeping 
changes in administration and 
collection of the merchants and 
manufacturers tax. No indict- 
ments were voted. Four days 
_after the jury filed its report, 
Hayden announced the four 
employes whose dismissal was 
recommended had resigned. 

Hayden landed a punch last 
April on the jaw of Jacob M. 
Wittels, a real estate man, dur- 
ing an altercation in Hayden's 
office.

Election officials do not an- 
ticipate much confusion be- 
cause of use of the mechanical 
voting devices Tuesday. They 
pointed out the machines were 
used in the primary elections 
with scarcely a hitch. Judges 
and clerks of election in all 
the wards in which they will 
be in use have been thoroughly 
instructed in their operation. 

There will be five ballots 
listed on the machines. In ad- 
dition to the Democratic and 
Republican party ballots, there 
will be the judicial ballot tist- 
ing the names of nine circuit 
judges and one judce of the 
Court of Criminal Correction 
who are seeking retention un- 
der the nonpartisan court 
plan; a ballot on two proposed 
amendments to the Missouri 
Constitution and on the initia- 
tive bill authorizing branch 
banking, and another ballot 
containing the eight proposed 
amendments to the city charter. 


When a voter enters the poll- 
ing place, he first.should go 
to the election judge in charge 
of the registration binder. give 
his name and address and, aft- 
er his registration is estab- 
lished, receive a slip author- 
izing him to vote. The voter 
then hands the slip to the 
judge at the voting machine 


and expresses his party pref- 
erence. 


Stepping up to the face of 
the machine, where the candi- 
dates’ names are listed under 
party designation, the voter's 
first step is to push a small, red 
lever at the extreme top left 
side to the right. This action 
closes a curtain in back of the 
voter to assure secrécy in vot- 
ing and also permits operation 
of the machine. 

As the voter stands in front 
of the machine, the Democratic 
ballot is to the left and the Re- 
publican, to the right. On both 
party ballots, the offices for 
which candidates are seeking 
nomination are listed to the 
left of the names of candidates. 
A heavy, black horizontal line 
separates each office. 


Following the name of éach 
candidate on the ballot is a 
small lever which, when pushed 
to the left, places an X after 
the name of the candidate. The 
X is visible to the. voter, who 
may change his selection by 
returning the lever to its orig- 
inal position and pressing the 
lever beside another candidate's 
name.

Generally regarded as the 
“grand old man” of Soviet phy- 
sice is Academician Abram I. 
Ioffe. He has done important 
work in the field of semi-con- 
ductors—the materials used in 
transistors, which replace 
vacuum tvhes in manv elec- 
tronics applications—and in the 
fie'd of thermoelectricity. 

The spontaneous fission of 
urenium 238 was discovered in 
1940 by G. N. Flerov and K. A. 
Petrzhak. While this is pri- 
marily a matter of theoretical 
interest, the fact of the dis- 
covery has shown that Soviet 
phvsicists were working skill- 
fully almost 20 vears ago in 
the area of physics that pro- 
duced the atomic and hydrogen 
bomb. 

In general, the Soviet gov- 
ernment has tried to encourage 
research in physics by reward- 
ing the phvsicists generously in 
salary and perquisites and by 
providing them with much 
modern experimental equip- 
ment. 

At times, however, Soviet 
ideology has caused difficulties 
some Soviet physicists. 
Prof. Yakov

stein's theory of relativity.

IT WAS MY PLEASURE to learn about the hula 
from Ramine. Several facts linger in my memory. One 
outstanding fact is this: there is a marked difference in 
the Tahitian hula and the Hawaiian hula. 

Hawaiian girls concentrate on moving their hands. 

Tahitian girls do not concentrate on their hands. 

“We do like thees,” said Ramine. She is Tahitian. 
“The feet and the heeps. You see?” 

“Yes.” She had pretty feet. “I see.” 

So there we were in a room in the Hotel Chase 
learning about the hula from a beautiful Tahitian lass 
clad in a—heh—*“skirt” made of strands of hibiscus 
bark. One meets interesting people. 

One interesting person was a Mrs. Prudence Allan, 
Ramine’s foster mother, who, as chance would have it, 
was seated on a nearby sofa. 

“Ramine, like all her people, has been dancing since 
she was a baby,” explained Mrs. Allan. “All her people 
dance. They dance the authentic hula. The Hawaiian 
hula as danced now is not the original, old hula, although 
most people think so. Those hand movements were taught 
by the missionaries. When the missionaries came to 
Ramine’s home island long ago the islanders simply went 
back up in the hills and sang and danced the old way 
until the missionaries went away. They thought the 
missionaries were funny.” 

“No hands,”. said Ramine, 
“Heeps. Feet.”

AT A REHEARSAL of the 
New York Philharmonic Or- 
chestra last month a. young 
pianist played through the 
Rachmaninoff D Minor Concer- 
to with the poise and confi- 
dénce that one expects from a 
true professional. It was the 
usual kind of rehearsal with 
stops, repeats, conferences be- 
tween conductor and soloist 
and . appreciative demonstra- 
tions from the  archestral 
Players at the end. ,; 

The orderly procedure was 
reassuring because the soloist 
was Van Cliburn who had un- 
dergone—and is still undergo- 
ing—an unprecedented experi- 
ence. In the history of music 
few artists with a serious voca- 
tion had ever provoked such a 
storm of adulation. None of 
them was an American. So it 
was a pleasure to find that 
Cliburn’s nervous system was 
still in order and that his feet 
still touched the ground. 

The Van Cliburn story has 
been told many times since the 
evening of April 11 when he 
won first prize in the Tschai- 
kowsky International Competi- 
tion at Moscow. Its fascina- 
tions, however, are not yet 
exhausted nor are they likely 
to be at any time soon because 
of their surrounding circum- 
stances. Cliburn was not an un- 
tried artist. He had won many 
other honors. But in this case 
he had challenged all comers 
in “the citadel of the, eiemy” 
where his American origin, if 
it counted at all, would count 
against him. 

Actually there was no reason 
to believe that the contest was 
different from any other in the 
way it was conducted and 
judged. Once the winner had 
been chosen, however, the Rus- 
sians were clever enough to 
turn an artistic defeat into a 
propaganda victory. Writing in 
Pravda, the composer Dmitri 
Shostakovich said that Cliburn 
was a “phenomenally talented 
musician with brilliant undup- 
licated individuality.” Taking it 
from there’ he opined that 
Americans should be extraor- 
dinarily proud of their fellow 
citizen becatise “until now the 
musical suetesses of that coun- 
try came not from efforts of 
Americans but from famous 
performers of European coun- 
tries.” 


In other words the young 
Texan was a refugee from 
a cultural Philistia where his 
merits would be unknown 
and unsung but for the 
recognition accorded him at 
Moscow. Unfortunately there 
was enough truth in these 
wily remarks to make them 
sting and the degree of their 
truth can be measured by 
comparing Cliburn’s pre-

A prom- 
inent managerial organization 
asks and gets a generous share 
of the gate receipts wherever 
he plays; a publicity firm furn- 
ishes information about his ex- 
ploits, a personal manager 
guards his privacy and another 
pianist, turned author, is writ- 
ing “The Van Cliburn Legend.” 

No rules have been set down 
for the guidance of a living 
legend. Liszt, Paganini, Cho- 
pin, Jenny Lind and a few 
other musicians reacted in 
their several ways and Cli- 
burn’s way, apparently, is to 
keep his mind on his work just 
as if nothing had happened. 


When seen backstage in Car- 
negie Hall he was gracious, 
alert and responsive. A _ per- 
formance and a midnight re- 
cording session with the Bos- 
ton Symphony were immedi- 
ately behind him and four per- 
formances with the New York 
Philharmonic lay immediately 
ahead. Moreover, several func- 
tionaries were hanging about 
to remind him that time was 
passing. 

So he had barely taken off 
his overcoat, which he wore in 
walking from the stage to the 
greenroom, when he was called 
for his next appointment: a 
taped interview to be played 
during the intermission of the 
Sunday Philharmonic concert. 

During this short interim it 
was evident that he was still 
full of the Rachmaninoff D 
Minor Concerto which he had 
been rehearsing with Leonard 
Bernstein and the Philhar- 
monic and had recorded in Bos- 
ton, 

“It is so powerful, and subtle 
too,” he exclaimed. “You know 
Munch said something that sur- 
prised me. He said ‘this con- 
certo must be the pianist’s 
Ninth Symphony.” Bernstein, 
who was standing before a 
steel locker knotting his tie, 
turned and said: 

“You play it beautifully,” 
and walking over to Cliburn 
he kissed him on both cheeks. 


This seemed to make it 
unanimous and the meeting 
thereupon adjourned. Mean- 
while hundreds of thousands 
of Americans are still wait- 
ing to pay their own tributes 
in their own way to the 
young American who stands 
6-feet, 4, and wears the eager 
face of a small boy.

PARIS, Nov. 1 ‘AP). 

THE LAST TIME I saw fur. 
Washington, N. Y., the boule- 
vardiers on the 8:05 were leer- 
ing. 

“Going to Paris, I hear,” said 
a fellow commuter on the Long 
Island railroad, with a know- 
ing elbow in my ribs. 


“Man! Paris! Man oh man 
oh man!” another man groaned, 
No one actually said “Ooo-la- 
la!” but up and down the car 
men seemed to be leering, 
whistling, rolling their eyes, 
drooling. 


Thus, long before I got my 
first look at. the Champs 
Elysees, I already felt sinful. 
Long before I took my first 
walk in the narrow streets of

Medical Specialists 
Now for Teen-Agers 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1 (AP). 


TEEN-AGE, that generation with a mind of its own, 
apparently needs a doctor of its own. . 

One of the newest interests of American medicine 
fs ephebiatrics, which is concerned with the adolescent 
—too old for temper 
tantrums and too young 
for stomach ulcers. 

When you're only «@ 
child, you fall under the 
medical domain of the 
pediatrician, the special- 
ist in childhood health 
and disease, the expert 
in helping overcome 
childhood fears. 

In adulthood, the fam- 
fly doctor treats your 
run-of-the-mill ailments 
and refers you to the 
proper specialist for the 
more serious illness. 

When you become old, 
you may be treated by 
the specialist in geriat- 
rics, a doctor familiar with the maladies and emotional 
problems of aging and retirement. 

But when you're a teen-ager, you may feel nobody 
eares. No one thinks your problems are very serious. No 
One offers special help. Yet the teen-ager, so deeply 
eoncerned with his growing, changing body, has a great 
need for help. 


More pediatricians, internists and general practitioners 
are trying to provide for these special problems by setting 
aside one or two days a week for teen-agers and their 
special problems, 


Some teen-age medical clinics have been set up by 
hospitals. Harvard University is offering a postgraduate 


course for doctors in teen-age medicine—the ephebiatri- 
cians. 


Physically, a teen-ager’s problems are few. One doc- 
tor called adolesence the healthiest time of life. 


The teen-ager has come out of the woods of childhood 
diseases and not yet fallen prey to the chronie ills of 
adulthood. The auto accident is the teens’ biggest killer. 


But the big problem of adolescence isn’t 
death. It’s life. Teen-agers are going through a 
sort of emotional storm—desiring on the one 
hand to conform to their fellows, and on the other 
to win independence as young adults. Many of 
them feel betrayed by their own bodies in seeking 
either goal. 


oF TOMMY T. IS 14. He comes from a good family of 
average means. His father is 5 feet 6 inches. His mother 
{fs two inches shorter. Tommy is under five feet. He 
became convinced he wasn’t going to grow anymore, The 
‘girls at school didn’t like him, he felt, and the boys 
picked on him, called him “Shorty” and “Skinny.” 


In this climate, Tommy became over-aggressive. He 
‘began breaking windows, wearing a black leather jacket 
and trying to pal around with an older gang. Soon he 
was setting fires. Finally he was arrested. 


He was ultimately referred to the adolescent unit of 
Children’s Hospital in Boston. Tests indicated Tommy 
Was a bright boy. He scored well in intelligence tests, 
but in interviews it became obvious that he was obsessed 
by his feeling of smallness. He had a complete physical 
examination and was assured he was perfectly normal. 


A doctor began meeting with Tommy. He explained 
that teen-agers grow at different rates. Tommy could 
expect to grow as tall as his father, perhaps even a little 
bit taller because of better nutrition. Some teen-agers, 
he was told, lag in growth and then suddenly spurt ahead. 
Some have grown as much as six inches in six months. 


Doctors took X-rays of Tommy’s hands and wrists 
and showed him these pictures compared with X-ray pic- 
tures of adult hands and wrists. With his own eyes, 


Tommy could see that his bones had not yet grown com- 
pletely. 


In some other city Tommy would have been treated 
as a delinquent or as a mental case, which he was not. 


Many adolescent ailments are like Tommy's—in kind 
if not in degree. 


Doctors believe it is wrong to pass off a teen-age 
complaint merely because it isn't as serious as some of 
the organic troubles of adults. 


In the stresses of adolescence, many ailments 
are born that cannot be treated by medicine 
alone. Patient listening, some doctors believe, 
can help the teen-age patient get an emotional 
load off his back—and perhaps lend a strong 
moral influence as well. 


> MUCH OF a teen-ager’s trouble may stem from his 
great and normal desire to be socially acceptable in the 
eyes of his contemporaries. Some of the normal problems 
of growth keep getting in the way. 


The pimples of acne visit most teen-agers, more often 
boys than girls. Doctors feel that perhaps they relate to 
the stimulation of sex hormones in the maturing body. 

Teen-agers have oilier complexions and this makes 
them more susceptible to blackheads and other skin prob- 
lems. 

But one of the biggest problems doctors note with 
teen-agers is the one of growth itself. The most frequent 
question is: “Am I normal?” 


Doctors can only answer that in adolescence, normal 
‘@overs a very wide range. 

Many teen-age girls may have big hips—and many 
“boys may still carry some of their baby fat, until their 
bodies mature. They may need time more than diet. 

Generally among the teens, girls adjust to problems 
better than boys—and girls generally mature a little faster, 
too. 


To some girls this is almost as big a problem as not 
maturing at all. 


One doctor finds this case: Many girls when 
they become 13 or 14 have to fight with their 
parents for permission to go out on dates. Usually 
the mother is understanding enough, but the 
father is the main obstacle. It's often necessary 
for a doctor to convince the parents that the girl 


is emotionally mature enough to date if she wants 
to. 


q ANOTHER PROBLEM of the teens is posture. The 
parent wants his child to straighten up and quit slouching. 

But often it takes exercises to build up the muscles 
, that lead to good posture. Sometimes there is a disorder 
that leads to bad posture—and sometimes it’s just self- 
consciousness. 

Fatigue is another trouble for some teen-agers. It 
“maturally occurs in some cases during rapid growth. It 
_Bhould be a matter for the doctor to handle. 
>  “‘Saen-age medicine doesn't often concern the life and 
death matters of most medical situations, But it has an 

urgency of its own. 
be Most doctors interested in this area insist that it 
'* fan't a new field or specialty—but rather an extension of 
* old ones. It requires psychological understanding of the

DURING MY YEARS at the 
United Nations it was my work 
on the Human Rights Commis- 
sion that I considered my most 
important task, though, as I 
have explained, I was also a 
delegate to the General Assem- 
bly, which at times, when the 
two jobs more or less fused, 
caused some confusion. 


As we began our work, the 
Russian representative desig- 
nated for the task was Mr. Bo- 
risov, but he did not arrive. 
Instead there appeared a rather 
young gentleman sent by the 
Russian Embassy in Washing- 
ton. 

“Mr. Borisov will be here 
later,” he explained. “Mean- 
while, I will attend the sessions 
to listen but I do not have any 
authorization to cast a vote.” 

Our early debates were live- 
ly, but I noticed that the young 
Russian sat quietly by and gave 
an impression of docility and 
even timidity. 

As the time neared to vote 
approval of our preliminary ac- 
tions Mr. Borisov arrived, and 
our quiet little man disap- 
peared. Mr. Borisov approached 
me before the next meeting. 

“Mrs. Roosevelt,” he said, “I 
have not been able to attend 
and I would like to ask you, as 
chairman, to explain to me the 
actions on which the commis- 
sion has decided informally.” 

I said I would be delighted 
and carefully outlined the pro- 
posals which had been dis- 
cussed. When I had finished, 
everything I had said was 
translated into Russian for Mr. 
Borisov. He looked thoughtful 
for a few moments and then 
shook his head. 

“IT am sorry,” he said, “but 
I do not believe I clearly under- 
stand your plans. Would you 
mind explaining to me again?” 

I said that of course I would 
‘not mind. So I went over the 
entire proceedings again, ex- 
plaining as simply as possible 
what had gone on during Mr. 
Borisov's absence, Again it was

all translated into Russian but 
again Mr. Borisov shook his 


“I really don’t quite under- 
stand,” he said. “Would you 
mind starting again at the be- 
ginning?” 


After we had gone over it 
in the same way once more, 
Mr. Borisov was still frown- 
ing thoughtfully. “It is not 
entirely clear,” he announced 
gravely. “Therefore I will 
not vote.” 


Early in the meetings of the 
commission we discovered that 
while it would be possible to 
reach some kind of agreement 
on the Declaration, we were 
going to be in/for a great deal 
of controversy with the Rus- 
sian representatives particular- 
ly Mr. Pavlov, who attempted 
at ev opportunity to write 
a bit of Communist philosophy 
into the document. For ex- 
ample, at the end of practically 
every article the, Russians pro- 
posed to amend the Declara- 
tion to read: “This shall be 
enforced by the state.” 


When such an amendment 
was proposed I, or one of the 
other Western delegates, would 
argue against it on the ground 
that this was an international 
declaration by the United Na- 
tions and that we did not be- 
lieve it should be imposed by 
the power of the. individual 
governments. We would then 
ask for a vote and the amend- 
ment would be defeated. 

But as soon as the next arti- 
cle was completed the Soviet 
delegate would again propose 
the same amendment and we 
would have to go through the 
whole business again with the 
game result—the defeat of the 
Soviet proposal. This naturally 
became monotonous but the 
Russians never gave up trying. 

Late in 1947 it was decided 
that the next meeting of the 
Human Rights Commission 
would be in Geneva, so we left 
for that city early in December 
with the idea of completing 
our work in time to be home 
for Christmas. As chairman, I 
knew that it would require 
much hard work and long hours 
to be able to adjourn before 
Christmas but I was in a de- 
termined mood and I warned 
all the delegations of my plans. 
Unfortunately, when we ar- 
rived at Shannon airport in 
Ireland we were told that we 
could not continue because of 
heavy fog. 

“We simply must go on,” I 
exclaimed. “Here I have been 
telling everybody we would 


keep a tight schedule and now 
I—the chairman—won’t even 
get there for the opening ses- 
sion!” ' 

After three days the fog lift- 
ed and we continued to Ge- 
neva, where I discovered that 
all the other delegates also had 
been delayed because of heavy 
fog all over Europe. Although 
I was happy to make the open- 


ing meeting, I resented the’ 


delay and immediately laid out 
a schedule of work that, with 
night sessions, I believed would 
enable us to adjourn by 11 
p.m. of December 17. 

“I want to be home for 
Christmas and I assume every- 
one else does, too,” I an- 
nounced at our first session. 
“In fact, I have made reserva- 
tions and I hope to keep them. 
If ge nae night sessions from 


ang See for everybody 
within a few days I was

fun, I ess 
slave driver. But I must say 
we got through a great deal 
of work and kept to our 
schedule, for which I was 
grateful te all the delega- 
tions. Only once did I en- 
counter any real revolt and 
that' was the fault of the 


Russians, 
fault only in a pleasant way. 
As we neared the end of our 


tion invited every 
cocktail party following the 
afternoon meeting. I could not 
attend nor could the Philip- 
pines representative, General 
Carlos P. Romulo, because both 
of us had previous engage- 
ments to speak at dinners. We 
expressed our regrets and 
everybody else trotted off to 
the Russian party where, I was 
later informed, there was avail- 
able a considerable quantity of 
vodka. 


I made my dinner speech 
and lost little time in finishing 
my meal so I could be sure to 
get back to the meeting room 
by 8 o'clock. I had worked 
hard to train all the delegates 
to be on time and I did not 
want to set a bad example at 
this late stage. When I arrived 
a few minutes before 8 
there was no one there, but 
promptly on the hour General 
Romulo arrived and we sat at 
the big table in the big empty 
room and chatted. Ten min- 
utes later, I realized that abso- 
lutely no other delegate, ad-

viser, secretary or whatever 
had arrived, Another 10 min- 
utes passed and General Ro- 
mulo and I were still alone at 
the big table. This was, I 
thought, no less than mutiny! 


At 8:30 there was a ¢om- 
motion at the door and the 
lost sheep began arriving. 
They were in a happy if un- 
hurried mood and, I observed, 
a little shaky on their feet. 
They took their accustomed 
places, leaned back in their 
chairs and gazed at me with 
pleased, rather foggy eyes. 
They were, as one of the 
younger members of our 
party put it later, loaded! 


' | knew when to acknowl- 


edge that the Russians had 
me licked. 

“The meeting,” I ex- 
claimed, banging the gavel 
on the table, “is adjourned 
until tomorrow morning!” 


Despite the plentitude of 
vodka, we kept to our sched- 
ule thereafter and we did end 
our work at 11 o’clock on the 
evening I had originally desig- 
nated. I said merry Christmas 
and goodby to everyone. In 
the corridor I was overtaken by 
Alexander E. Bogomolov, the 
Soviet delegate, who was then 
also their ambassador to Paris. 
Mme. Bogomolov had acted 
as his translator throughout the 
sessions and had also translated 
for the delegate of one of the 
other Communist countries. 


“Madam,” Mr. Bogomolov 
said to me as we walked down 
the corridor, “I have never 
worked so hard at any interna- 
tional conference and my wife 
is nearly dead!” 


“I can quite understand that 
your wife is exhausted,” I re- 
plied. “But I. am glad that 
you have discovered that even 
in a bourgeois eau. ngs f as 
you insist on calling the Unit- 
ed States, some us know 
how to work.” 

The Soviet delegate laughed 
heartily and we parted. And 
all of us, I hope, reached home 
in time for Christmas,

RERORT ON TEXTILE SOFTENERS: Among newest 
of home laundry products, softeners act, when added to 
final rinse water of last automatic washing cycle, to put 
a lubricating coating on each strand of yarn and on each 
fiber in strand. Some results reported from studies at one 
state college: Deep-pile fabrics such as bath towels, and 
shag and hooked rugs, fluff up practically double. Woolens 
got softer, fluffier finish, and “pilling” and matting. are 
prevented. Softeners also help restore resiliency to matted- 
down sweaters, socks and blankets. Another major advan- 
tage: reduction of static in nylon, Orlon, Dacron, other syn- 
thetics. However, while softeners help prevent harshness 
in baby clothes and diapers, they often reduce absorbency. 


> WHAT'S NEW IN PRE-FAB HOUSES: Even last year, 
despite serious financing problems, pre-fab makers shipped 
94,000 homes. Now they expect to hit 105,000 this year, and 
go much higher next. Newest development coming Jan. 1: 
prefab houses with colored aluminum siding and roof at 
prices starting at $8750. Each house will use some 3000 
pounds of aluminum. The metal is anodized to harden its 
surface, then colored with baked enamel paint said to re- 
quire no maintenance. For the siding panels, aluminum 
sheets are applied over a gypsum board backing. For the 
room, the aluminum is fashioned into shingles. 


WHAT’S NEW IN HEALTH INSURANCE: Older peo- 
ple benefit from increasing trend to guaranteed renewable 
policies which assure that there can be no company can- 
cellation because of advanced age or too many illnesses.

Highest Price for Single Work, $616,000—Art Galleries 
Replace Monte Carlo as Scene of Subdued, Dramatic Action

THERE WAS A TIME when 
the name that conjured an im- 
mediate impression of jeweled 
elegance, of titanic wealth 
casually asserting itself, of an 
atmosphere indubitably Con- 
tinental, was “Monte Carlo.” 

But times have changed, and 
so have the scenes of well- 
heeled action. The arenas 
where the Continental set now 
enjoys titillating suspense and 
breathtaking payoffs are places 
with names like Charpentier’s, 
Christie's and Sotheby's and 
they are not roulette casinos— 
they are art auctioneers in 
London and Paris. 

In the last year or so, paint- 
ings by French moderns, sold 
by auction in these and other 
galleries, have brought stag- 
gering prices. Veteran art 
dealers, for whom life holds 
few surprises, have been seen 
walking out of these sales with 
their eyes protruding and their 
breath escaping in wavering 


whistles from between 
clenched teeth. 
The market in works by 


French painters of the Im- 
pressionist and Post-impress- 
ionist periods—between the 
1850s and the turn of the cen- 
tury—has been turned upside- 
down and inside-out. 

A year ago last summer, 
there were astonished out- 
cries when Paul Gauguin’s 
“Still Life With Apples” 
brought $297,000 in an auction 
at the Galerie Charpentier, in 
Paris. That was the highest 
price on record for a modern 
painting, but that was a year 
ago last summer. 


A couple of weeks ago, at 
a London auction, Paul 
Cezanne’s “Boy in the Red 
Vest” became the new cham- 
pion at a sale price of $616,- 
000, more than double that 
of the Gauguin. The opening 
bid was 20,000 pounds—$56,- 
000—and the offers were in- 
creased at the rate of $14,000 
a second. The painting was 
on the market for just two 
minutes and 48 seconds. 

The seven paintings at the 
recent Sotheby sale, which 
lasted only 21 minutes, 
brought a total of $2,186,000. 
This was the biggest total 
that any one-day sale of pic- 
tures has ever brought any- 
where. It was nearly half 
again the $1,708,550 record 
set by a sale of 70 paintings 
in New York last year. 


The paintings in this sale, 
which some authorities said 
were the finest of their kind 
outside the great public col- 
lections, were owned by Irwin 
Goldschmidt, a New York in- 
surance man. 

They were from the collec- 
tion of his father, the late 
Jakob Goldschmidt, who fled 
Nazi Germany in 1933. The 
elder Goldschmidt became a 
banker in New York, and his 
42-year-old son inherited the 
paintings. 


Two hours before the sale, 
which the catalogue said would 
begin “at 9:30 p.m. precisely,” 
a crowd extended for some 50 
yards from the entrance of the 
Sotheby and Co. galleries, on 
New Bond street, London. 
Some 1500 persons managed to 
squeeze inside when the doors 
were opened, but only a select 
few were admitted into the 
main gallery, where the sale 
was held. The others were 
channeled into four other 
rooms and a corridor. Thirteen 
closed-circuit television sets 
relayed the proceedings to 
these spectators. 

The mink-draped, diamond- 
studded, dinner-jacketed spec- 
tators in the main room seated 
themselves in flimsy gilt chairs. 
Lady Churchill, the Maharani 
of Baroda, Somerset Maugham 
and Dame Margot Fonteyn 
were among the glittering ar- 


night, 
climbed the steps to the pod- 
jum. There was a flutter of 
applause. 


“Chubby-cheeked Wilson 
blinked in the glare of the 
massed TV arc lamps,” wrote 
John Rydon, in the Daily Ex- 
press. He “ran his eyes over

In the Evening Standard, 
Peter Chambers recorded that 
Wilson permitted himself no 
warm-up speech. “‘Lot One,’ 
he said, as though he were 
selling wardrobes.” Sotheby 
and Co., founded in 1744, obvi- 
ously expected this to be an 
unusual sale, but still it was all 
in the day’s work. 

Up for sale were three 
Manets, two Cezannes, one Van 
Gogh and one Renoir. Lot One 
was Manet’s “Self Portrait 
With Palette.” Reporter John 
Rydon evidently covered the 
auction with a stopwatch. He 
reported that this painting was 
sold in 65 seconds. For $182.- 
000. The audience gasped with 
excitement. Women at the 
back of the room stood on 
their chairs. The buyer was 
identified as “Mr. John Sum- 
mers,” but this was reported 
to be a nom de plume. He was 
an American dealer. 

Next, at 9:36, came another 
appetizer, “Promenade: Por- 
traft of Mme. de Gamby in the 
Bellevue Garden,” also by 
Manet, Two cerise-collared at- 
tendants brought it through a 
low side door, and placed it on 
the display easel. In just one 
minute and 40 seconds, it was 
rapped down for $249,200 to 
Georges Keller, a New York 
dealer. More _ exclamations 
from the packed room. 

The third Manet, “Street in 
Berne,” was brought in at 9:38. 
Bidding started, as it had with 
the other two, at 5000 pounds 
($14,000). Auctioneer Peter 
Wilson's eyes flicked about the 
room catching the signals that 
quickly ran the offers up in 
multiples of this figure. Spec- 
tators craned to see who was 
bidding against whom, but 
there wasn't even the move- 
ment of a catalogue to betray 
an active party. Ninety sec- 


onds — $316,400, to Keller 
again. It was reported that a 
man with iron gray hair 


dropped his monocle, and that 
the heat grew more intense. 


This price had surpassed the 
Gauguin still life. Three down 
and four to go. 

“Public Garden at Arles,” by 
Van Gogh was brought in at 
9:40. The imperturbable Peter 
Wilson rapped his ivory gavel, 
and started the bidding on 
this one at $56,000. The time 
stretched out to three minutes, 
and this striking work of two 
figures under the spreading 
boughs of a great pine tree 
was sold for $369,600 to Rosen- 
berg & Stiebel of New York. 

The first Cezanne, “Still Life 
With Apples,” took its place on 
the easel at 9:43. Wilson’s face 
was beginning to shine with 
sweat, under the _ television 
floodlights’ hot glare. Seventy 
seconds, $252,000; the buyer, 
Knoedler’s Galleries of New 
York, London and Paris. 

Then came the piece de re- 
sistance, Cezanne’s “Boy in the 
Red Vest,” painted between 
1890’ and 1895. This work, 
which is 36% inches high by 
28%4, shows a young man with 
hand on hip, standing against 
some draperies. The features 
are barely suggested, and the 
essence of the painting is in its 
bold, shimmering patterns of 
drapery and costume, outlined 
in black. The red-orange vest 
stands out against cool back- 
ground tones. 


It was 9:45. In just 168 
seconds, Keller had run up 
the bidding to the $616,000 
peak. “Will no one offer any 
more?” murmured the auc- 
tioneer. There was a burst 
of laughter from the audi- 
ence. No one offered any 
more, and Georges Keller of 
New York had spent $1,181,- 
000 for three paintings. 

The last work, “The Thought,” 
by Renoir, was offered at 9:47. 
Renoir didn’t like this title, 
which someone else provided. 
“I wanted to portray a lovely, 
charming young woman: with- 
out giving a title which would 
give rise to the belief that I 
wished to depict a state of mind

In- 
stead of being almost imper- 
ceptible, as such signals cus- 
tomarily are, Wade apparently 
had worked out a signal that 
was completely imperceptible. 

So that’s the latest on the 
French moderns until the next 
auction comes along, and the 
next auction is coming along 
at the Parke-Bernet galleries, 
New York, Nov. 19. That will 
be the collection of Arnold §S., 
Kirkeby, former California ho- 
tel operator who in the last 10 
years has assembled a top-rank- 
ing group of works by Cezanne, 
Monet, Renoir, Bonnard, Modi- 
gliani, Picasso, Rouault and 
others. 


These auctions are certain 
to bring about reappraisals of 
the value of French modern 
paintings in collections all over 
the world. Works of such ar- 
tists and other forerunners 
of modern painting are, to put 
it crassly, “hot.” 


It is a rare museum that can 
afford to buy oné any more, 
and museums that already have 
these artists represented in 
their collections have reason to 
be elated. The Chicago Art In- 
stitute has the outstanding col- 
lection of French moderns in 
the Middle West. The St. Louis 
City Art Museum has a more 
modest, but a representative, 
group, and a number of excel- 
lent works hang in private col- 
lections in this area. Buyers at 
the recent auctions have been

plenty of room. But now 
that she has been here 
three weeks, I'm afraid 
it isn’t going to work out. 
She has met some other 
young people and has 
been bringing several 
couples back to the 
apartment after her 
dates. They raid the re- 
frigerator and turn on 
the radio so loud it has 
disturbed the neighbors 
and they have com- 
plained. When I tried to 
talk to my sister about it, she laughed and refused to 
listen. I am afraid the manager will speak to me about it. 
I know it would hurt my mother to tell her that the girl 
is like this and yet I hate to put her out of the apartment 
without talking it over with Mother. What is your sug- 
gestion?

A TINY WAISTLINE is once 
more a fashion asset.

Sponsors of the waistline’s 
return are the St. Louis Fash- 
ion Creators, long recognized 
throughout the country as au- 
thorities on the measurements 
that constitute a perfect youth- 
ful figure. Their new spring 
collections which go on display 
tomorrow for visiting retailers 
making their semi-annual pil- 
grimages to this market feature 
more form-fitting silhouettes. 
Not only are there many slim 
sheath dresses among their 
latest designs, but also an 
abundance of full-skirted 
modes that young wearers will 
find becoming. 

A glimpse at the St. Louis- 
made fashions in various show- 
rooms indicates that many of 
the creators are pinning their 
faith on shirtwaist dresses to 
be a leading trend for spring.

Changes in Farm Methods 


By Leonard Hall 


LAST WEEK we harvested 


raise only enough for the winter’s feed supply, we were 
with the yield of almost 100 bushels per acre from 
field. This is in no way remarkable yet it is well above 
erage and would have been considered almost impossible 
the Ozarks a comparatively few years ago.

On this occasion our neigh- 
bor Johnny Ricketts came to 
gather the corn with his big 


tractor and two-row picker, and 
also brought along an elevator 
for unloading it into the crib. 
He arrived in mid-morning 
after completing his round on 
the school bus and was fin- 
ished by mid-afternoon. We 
used two wagons, pulling one 
from 


steady stream as Matt and Don 
Tieffennaour and I unloaded. 


I WELL RECALL that in 
our first season at Possom Trot 
just a dozen years ago we har- 
vested our six-acre field by the 
time-honored method of cut- 
ting the stalks in late Septem- 
ber with old-fashioned corn 
knives and building them into 
shocks. Then as winter pro- 
gressed, the ears were shucked 
out and both corn and fodder 
were hauled to barn and gran- 
ary. Total elapsed time for 
labor by this method must 
have been at least 12 man-days. 
The next year we cut and 
shocked the corn in the same 
way, but then a neighbor 
brought his corn shredder, a 
machine that was set up at the 
barn and powered with a trac- 
tor~iriven belt. Several other 
neighbors came with their 
wagons to help and we hauled 
the shocks from field to barn 
where the shredder shucked 
out the ears, chopped the fod- 
der and blew it into the hay 
mow for cattle feed. 


After this, for a season or 
two, we shucked the ears from 
the standing corn and left the 
stalks for the cattle to pick 
over. This saved time and had 
the advantage of returning 
most of the fodder directly to 
the field as organic matter. 
Finally came the corn picker 
which gathers more corn in an 
hour than two men can pick in 
a day. 

Improved methods such as 
this are essential if a farmer 
is to compete under today’s 
conditions and yet they also 
bring problems in the way of 
high costs. We've just read a 
report from Kansas State Col- 
lege based on a study of 1200 
farms which indicates that 
farm expenses today consume 
70 to 80 per cent of gross in- 
come and that this percentage 
increases as sales from the 
farming operation decrease. 
The study concludes that a 
gross income of $15,000 is nec- 
essary to provide a satisfactory 
living for the farm family and 
enable them to build a small 
reserve.

Our son Steve was only 10 years old when he and I 
went to California for the 1955 East-West Bowl game. 
Since my husband was coaching the East team, we 
were introduced to all the boys on the squad. For 
Steve, that meeting was the beginning of the biggest 
surprise of his life. 

Steve, you see, had grown up as a red-hot Ohio 
State fan. His father had been coaching the team 
since Steve was 5, and to Steve, the only good football 
players were Ohio State players. Players on other 
teams were bums, like the “bad guys” in the cowboy 
pictures. He hooted at them from the stands. 

Then he met the East squad — boys from Iowa, 
Michigan, Illinois, Notre Dame, Boston College and 
many other fine schools. Some, in fact, had even played 
against Ohio State that season. At first, in talking to 


the players, Steve was a little distant. But gradually, 
I could see that he was warming up. As he talked to 
them, as he watched them practice, he began to realize 
these weren't such bad guys after all. 

He never did say anything to me. But as we sat at 
the game, I could see he was looking at the East team 
in a familiar way — exactly the same way he looked 
at his Ohio State heroes. To this day, in fact, he still 
treasures a wrinkled piece of paper covered with all 
the boys’ autographs. 

I often recall the incident when I'm in the stands 
these football afternoons, rooting for Ohio State as 
hard as I can. To me it symbolizes the sane and healthy 
approach to sports. For in football — as in everything 
else — no one side has a monopoly on talent, sports- 
manship or intelligence. ¥

Thousands of Americans today owe their lives to 
atomic medicine. This heartening news has been 
buried by all the attention paid the destructive atomic 
and hydrogen bombs. 

But quietly, without much fanfare, atomic medi- 
cine has made such bold strides over the past 10 years 
that doctors are excited. To patients all over the U.S., 
the progress spells longer life with less pain and 
misery. 

Some patients can be treated out of the atomic 
“black bag” without being hospitalized. Others can 
leave their rooms for dinner after radical treatmenit. 

Atom medicine has taken on an exciting new face 
since the old radium days of over a generation ago. 
(Just how new is shown in these photos taken at the 
University of Chicago's Argonne Cancer Research 
Hospital.) Now it.is replete with a dramatic medical 
arsenal of cobalt “bombs,” high energy beams, atomic 
pellets, atomic thread and a host of techniques which 
provide new eyes for doctors to spot illness early. 

PARADE quizzed scientists all over the U.S. to find 
just how broad the new atom medical horizons are. 
Here is their hopeful report: 

1—-Every major American medical center now uses 
some type of atom medicine in treatment or diagnosis. 
The atom has been brought into play mainly against 
cancer. However, other health enigmas—of the heart, 
kidney, liver, blood — are being tackled by atom 
medicine. 

2— About 1,000 ¢linics and hospitals from coast 
to coast use radioactive iodine therapy, which is up to 
80 per cent effective in certain thyroid ailments. 
There are an estimated 400-plus radiocobalt units 
throughout the U.S. 

3—In 10 years atom medicine will be so much a 
part of health care that hospitals will be crippled with- 
out it. 

4— In 20 years, up to one-third of all patients en- 
tering U.S. hospitals will get some kind of atomic 
diagnostic workup or treatment. 

S—Workers in the field are already comparing the 
future potential of atom medicine to the work of 
Pasteur and to the discovery of the microscope. 

Here's a thumbnail breakdown of the amazing bene- 
fits accruing today from the boundless field of atomic 
medicine : 


RADIOACTIVE COBALT: Largely in use for only six 


years, radiocobalt treatment is snowballing. Now, 
conservatively, 200,000 Americans are receiving it 
annually. Its rays are aimed at killing cancer cells. 

Some patients given up by surgeons and beyond 
X-ray treatment have been helped by radiocobalt. 
Seme have remained healthy and symptom-free for 
five years and thus are considered cured of cancer. It’s 
too early to talk statistics, but some hospitals are al- 
ready treating more cancer patients with cobalt than 
with conventional X ray. 

Experts cite the following advantage of cobalt over 
X ray: 1) smaller doses are required to do the job: 
2) more cobalt rays can be pinpointed to reach the 
diseased tissue; 3) cobalt, unlike X ray, causes few if 
any skin burns or radiation sickness; 4) there is little 
“side-scatter” with radiocobalt, thus healthy tissue is 
not injured; and 5) a broader range of patients can be 
treated. 

A typically outstanding cobalt success is the case of 
a 40-year-old New York businessman with throat can 
cer: Given up as hopeless, he has been healthy and 
working since he received cobalt therapy at Monteti- 
ore Hospital, New York City, more than five years ago. 


ATOMIC PELLETS: This technique is just beginning 
to pay off. Tiny pellets made radioactive are placed 
(via surgery) .right at the site of the cancer. Their 
purpose is to effect destruction of the cancer by radia- 
tion given off by the “hot” pellets. 

Almost half of one group of patients—-some with 
cancers of the breast, others with prostate cancer- 
received benefit from the “pellet-planting.” One pa- 
tient, in constant pain before therapy, was so improved 
she was taken off pain-killing drugs for several months. 

In another study, pellet-planting relieved some pa- 
tients suffering tremors of a central nerve system 
disease. 

More “hot pellet” therapy is on the way. Europeans 
have devised a gun which shoots atom “bullets” into 
cancer tissue. Look for it, or something similar, to be 
used in the U.S. before too long. 


ATOMIC THREAD: Its purpose is the same as that of 
the pellets—to permit radiation to reach the exact 
site of cancer tissue. Thus far, some victories have 
been chalked up in cancers of the uterus, pancreas, 
eye and a few other sites. 


RADIOACTIVE EYES: Obviously, doctors cannot treat 
what they cannot detect. Today, radioiodine, arsenic, 
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SPIKE-LIKE device is used on a patient to help pinpoint the area to which radio- 
active cobalt rays will be delivered. This is done to protect healthy ftissve. 


iron and other substances are used to discover brain 
tumors ‘and to “measure” them accurately, to study 
blood flow around the heart, to spot various bléod 
conditions and to measure the function of various 
body vital organs. Further, radioactive substances can 
sometimes tell the therapist whether enough medicine 
is being absorbed to do the patient any good. 

For these and other reasons, many authorities be- 
lieve the No. 1 contribution of atomic medicine is 
coming in the field of diagnosis, which will lead to 
earlier and more accurate detection of illness. 


RADIOACTIVE ATOMS IN RESEARCH: If you could 
put your finger on the biggest gain in radioactive re- 
search, it would be this: for the first time in history, 
scientists can get a living, progressive picture of cer- 
tain physical processes. With older research tech- 
niques, this was not possible. But with tracers ‘and 
other radioactive research instruments, endless new 
vistas are opening for the atom scientist in the health 


held. 


Example: The chemical, cholesterol, is thought by 
many experts.to be a cause of heart trouble. Now it is 
possible to “tag” cholesterol with radioactive material 
and watch it through time. Such studies hold out the 
hope of showing whether cholesterol actually is the 
villain which sludges human blood vessels. 

In addition, the studies may well reveal whether 
the typical American diet, high in cholesterol, is really 
to blame for our high heart disease rate. 


Another example — with more far-reaching implica- 


_ tions: Not long ago, a team of scientists found a way 


to put radioactive labels on tiny portions of the human 
cell. This discovery opens virtually limitless possibili- 
ties. For one thing, scientist$ now can study what they 
call “the livingness” of cells—that is, how cells func- 
tion normally and how they function in the face of 
aging or some disturbance that might be brought on 
by sickness. 

Atom scientists believe this discovery could shed 
invaluable light on the secret of life itself. 

Such are the bright horizons of atomic medicine. 
They are yielding to the boundless inquiry of labora- 
tory scientists. And these scientists are vital to you, 
because their work spells the difference between to- 
day’s dreams and tomorrow's reality. 

But even to the afflicted right now, atomic medicine 
offers hope. True, atomic medicine is not an across- 
the-board treatment for everyone. It is not routine. 
Patients must be carefully selected, and doctors justi- 
fiably cannot offer wild promises. 

But to patients like Mr, L. W., a 40-year-old truck 
driver from New York with throat cancer who was 


given up—and to others similarly stricken—atomic 


medicine has turned the tables. 

One doctor at Montefiore told PARADE: “For the 
most part, patients are not interested in adding a few 
months to their time on earth. Nor are they interested 
in short term relief of pain. They want ta live.” 

For an increasing number, atomic medicine is ful- 
filling that most human desire. »

Does It Really Matter 
WHAT We Believe? 


The answer would be “no” if God 
were a complete stranger to us. 

For then we could only imagine 
why He gave us life. We could 
only guess at what He might have 
in store for us.

He is Maj. Gen. Mohammed Naguib, first President 
of the new Egypt, who vanished after little more than 
two years in power, accused of plotting Nasser’s assas- 
sination. Six other plotters were hanged, but Naguib 
was whisked off to a pasha’s palace on the Nile. There 


. he lives under luxurious house arrest. 


Many believe he is the one man who could replace 
Nasser. Others say he never was more than a stand-in, 
yanked off-stage when Nasser decided to step into the 
limelight. That Naguib is a key piece on the Middle 
Eastern chess board seems certain. But whether he 
is pawn or king, nobody really knows. 

On assignment for parapE, I tried to find Naguib 
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p | OF CAIRO 


and solve the riddle of the President who is now a 
prisoner. The search led to our embassy here, into the 
shadowy bazaars,behind the great walls of Abdin Pal- 
ace to interview Nasser’s right-hand man, Ali Sabry, 
who personally handled the Naguib case. 

General Naguib, now a burly 57, came out of 
Egypt’s disastrous 1948 war with Israel a national 
hero. He was the only senior officer who got near 
enough to the front line to be wounded three times. 

Back from the war, Naguib angrily assailed the 
palace grafters who had betrayed the Egyptian Army 
with dud ammunition and defective weapons. But it 
is-doubtful that he played a major role in the plot to 
oust King Farouk, Naguib is not a plotter. More likely, 
the young rebel officers asked him to become President 
because they needed a popular hero. 

In the world’s eyes, Naguib was the bluff soldier 
who would clean up his corrupt country and give it 
decent rule. The British backed him, smothering a 
last-minute appeal by Farouk to save his throne. 
Naguib sent the fat king into exile. 

But the new President found the fanatics hard to 
handle. “I would like to rule the country like Gandhi, 
without official responsibility,” he once lamented. 
Nasser grumbled: “The old man is too slow,” and 
looked about for means to get rid of him. 

The opportunity came in dramatic fashion. The 
Moslem Brotherhood was engaged in a power struggle 
with the rebel officers. As Colonel Nasser was making 
a speech in Alexandria, a man rose in the audience 
and fired eight shots at him. All missed. 


No Trial for Naguib 


Nasser’s first cry was: “Arrest that man!” His sec- 
ond: “Stand firm, my men!” As the panic died, Nasser 
let loose a wave of oratory. Six Moslem brothers were 
arrested and hanged for the plot. It was no trouble to 
involve Naguib. The American Embassy was never 
convinced of Naguib’s guilt. But Ali Sabry insisted to 
me that Naguib had not been framed. Whatever the 
truth, he never was brought to public trial. 

Sabry said the deposed President had been sen- 
tenced to 10 years’ imprisonment. “He is serving his 
time in leisure and luxury,” added Sabry, The No. 2 
Egyptian also confirmed a startling rumor—the pos- 
sibility that Naguib may be set free. “I think he will 
soon be able to walk the streets of Cairo,” nodded 
Sabry. But he refused to let me talk to the still-guarded 
Naguib. 

Why should Nasser suddenly extend clemency to 
the man he tore from power? Does he no longer fear 
him, or does he need Naguib again for some devious 
purpose? Why didn’t Nasser hang him in the first 
place with the other accused plotters? 

Ali Sabry said little that might clear up the mystery. 
With a sad shrug, he described Naguib as a simple 
man spoiled by power. “The old man had delusions 
of grandeur,” said Sabry, pausing to sip coffee. 

Meanwhile, the Prisoner of Cairo remains a riddle. 
Five times a day, he-washes hands and feet and turns 
toward Mecca to pray. Less devoted to the Moslem in- 
junction against alcohol, Naguib keeps his throat anti- 


' septic with whiskey and soda. Puffing a pipe, sipping 


a cocktail, watching the Nile drift by from the balcony 
of his palace prison, he remains a gruff old soldier. 
And old soldiers, like de Gaulle of France and Naguib 
of Egypt, don’t always fade away. .

NE YEAR.FRQM NOW -—— barring se- 
O vere unforeseen political turbu- 
lence — Africa will be invaded by an 
American expeditionary force. 

Briefly, these are the logistics. Fifty to 
100 aluminum “land yachts” (trailers to 
most ) containing as many middle-aged to 
elderly couples will debark from a 
freighter at Capetown 

The caravan will wander through the 
Dark Continent at a speed considerate of 
sexagenarian coronary systems, pausing to 
take-snapshots of giraffes in the Belgian 
Congo, and to pay a call on-Haile Selassie 
in Addis Ababa, crossing the Red Sea and 
winding up in the Holy Land at Easter. 

The mission of the Wally Byam Cara- 
vanners, as this band of voyagers is called, 


can be stated in a word: FUN. Leading - 


the herd, sometimes surging ahead of it 
on a folding, motorized bicycle is a 62- 
year-old, bronzed extrovert named Wally 
Byam who has synthesized two elements 
of the American dream: 

1) Retirement without being laid up 
on the shelf. 

2) Visiting faraway lands without 
surrendering the comforts of hot showers, 
efficient plumbing, purified water and 


wifely cookery as it’s enjoyed back home. 

The 1959 Cape to Cairo Tour, which 
will filter leisurely into Turkey, Yugo- 
slavia, perhaps the Soviet Union, catching 
the Passion Play in Oberammergau, is 
Wally’s most ambitious project yet. It in- 
volves hiring a roomy freighter and pre- 
dicting the erratic tides of Nasserism. 

During the last eight years, the cara- 
vans have grown in size and adventurous- 
ness. By now, Caravanners have stepped 
out of their land yachts, peered at the 
misty peaks of the Alps, Mexican vol- 
eanoes and the Canadian Rockies, asking 
unconcernedly, “What country is this?”

Alien to him are the 
uncertainties of foreign travel that usually 
unnerve mature American tourists.

tired. Few younger people can afford the 
price and time for such leisurely traveling. 
Although the daily expenses of a Cara- 
vanner are bargain rates — about $10 per _ 


‘couple — he must start with a car and a 


trailer. The trailer generally costs no more 
than the car that tows it. Trans-oceanic 
Caravanners pay $175 apiece for one-way 
New York to Rotterdam ship fare, $800 
for trailer transportation, $175 for auto 
transport. 

“These people have had itchy feet all 
through their lives,” says Wally. “They're 
adventure dreamers, chained to the job. 
Then they retire. They're unchained. This 
type of travel is easy on them. It’s within 
the bounds of their energy.” 

Usually the caravan starts at 8 a.m. and 
halts by mid-afternoon, covering no more 
than 100 miles a day. “We don’t exactly 
have a schedule. Just a rough idea we'll 
be somewhere sometime.” 

The caravan functions by committee. 
Issues are decided at daily meetings by 
simple majority vote. “Is this fun? we ask 
ourselves. If not,” says Wally, “we don’t 
do it.” 

The ticklish matter of parking a hun- 
dred or so trailers and cars is pre-arranged 
with local tourist departments. In Paris 
the caravan settled in the Bois de Bou- 
logne; in Diisseldorf, the town square. 

“We don’t give a damn if a convention 
has taken all the hotel rooms,” exults 
Wally. “Everybody wants us because we 
spend our money with the people. We 
spend in the markets and groceries, not 
the night clubs.” 


Prestige Soars 


Ambassadors, mayors and sometimes 
a chief of state have the Caravanners in 
for receptions and teas. “Traveling alone, 
I'd never get to meet the mayor of Paris 
or the president of any place,” Wally ad- 
mits. “It's nice to be important. 

“Nobody's a hero in his own home 
town. But when he retires, he becomes 
absolutely nobody. It doesn’t hurt the wife, 
but for a man, the hardest thing is to be- 
come nobody. On the caravan, he becomes 
semebody.” ; 

Caravan Rotarians have addressed Ro- 
tary Clubs in Central America and Eu- 
rope. One man lectures in Ohio and In- 
diana. “He’s somebody again,” says Wally. 

Of course, not all Caravanners cross 
oceans. The majority goes on tours within 
the U.S. and Canada. 

On U.S. cavaleades, Caravanners 
change their money into silver dollars. 
“We want people to know how much 
we're spending in their community,” says 
Wally, who honed his showman’s instincts 
as a trade magazine publisher during the 
Depression. 

One day, in the depth of the grim 
1930's, he decided to augment his income 
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Tra- 


by free-lance writing. In the course of 
preparing an article titled, How To Build 
a Trailer, he wound up inp the trailer 
manufacturing business. 

In 1950 a friend suggested a trailer 
trip to Guatemala. By the time the posse 
reached El Paso, the caravan had 87 units. 
The friend, it seems, had passed the word 
along to a few other camping enthusiasts. 


Natives Eat, Too 


“I couldn't tell anybody to go home,” 
recalls Wally with a shudder. “We were 
loaded up with blocks, tackles, ropes and 
planks — all useless stuff. You just need 
a few spare parts. And you don’t need to 
lug along the canned goods. The natives 
eat in those foreign countries.” 

The caravan took two clectric gener- 
ators for hooking into local powerhouses. 
After the caravan had pulled in all their 
juice, several Central American munici- 
palities suffered an involuntary blackout. 

“What a mistake that was,” groans 
Wally in retrospect. “Automobiles have 
| 2-volt generators these days. We just put 
an extra battery in each car and two in

each trailer. Butane gas for heating and 
the refrigerators. That's all there is to it.” 

After that trip, Wally had had enough. 
“The next fall my friends said, ‘Can’t we 
go again?’ I’ve been going ever since.” 

Stella Byam, married to Wally for 34 
years, is an indefatigable camper. and 
mountain climber who endows her trailer 
with the aura of a Park Avenue penthouse. 
“But she insists on being home in Los 
Angeles four months a year,” says Wally. 
“A woman has to fix her duds, I guess.” 

In the process of winning trailer-travel 
converts, Wally flies constantly, seemingly 
unconcerned with the manufacture and 
sale of his all-aluminum, all-riveted land 
yachts. Ownership of a Byam trailer is not 
mandatory for a Caravanner. 

Last July, Wally attended an Ozark 
caravan rally in honor of his birthday be- 
fore caravaning on to Canada. It’s Bel- 
gium this fall, and winter in Mexico. 

“Il don't know when I'll be where 
again,” says Wally, true to the Caravan- 
ners’ pioneer instincts. “But it’s better than 
sitting on the front porch listening to my 
arteries harden, isn’t it?” a

Virginia Null, Arlington, Va., a student 
nurse, thinks “timing is almost as important 
as method.Find out at what time of the day 
you are most efficient, and use that time to 
study.” 

Norma Cazares, of San Diego, Calif., 
agrees and adds, “Dating, baby-sitting and 
movies are strictly for weekends.” 

No two teens will spend time the same 
way. But here are five tips, compiled from 
the comments of panelists and the advice of 
experts, that may guide you in time-budget- 
ing: 

1) Make out a timetable that includés time 
for the essentials of your daily routine. 

2) Stick faithfully to this timetable for at 
least two weeks, regardless of its flaws. 

3) Then revise it to make it more realistic. 
You may have to add and substract activities. 
4) Make a list of “extra” time for haircuts, 
shopping and sewing or cleaning. 

5) Finally, by dovetailing your timetable 
and your list, you should be able to make the 
most of your free time. And that’s the whole 
idea behind budgeting your days.

Show on Whim and Impulse

HERE USED TO BE a program on KSD-TV titled "Sleepy Time Gal.” Since it starred 
Charlotte Peters, the title was a misnomer. There's nothing sleepy about that gal— 


# anything, she's in a perpetual state 
of electric wakefulness. 

Viewers certainly have no. time for 
drowsing when Charlotte takes over 
KSD-TV for an hour at noon, Monday 
through Friday. Her shows are usually 
wacky, biff-bang, what-comes-next af- 
fairs, often changing direction on sud- 
den whim or impulse. Comedian Jona- 
than Winters, once a quest, told her 
she hed “the fastest moving TV show 
I've seen.” With allowances for white- 
lie courtliness, he probably was close to 
the truth. 

The program couldn't have been bet- 
ter named. Simply, the Charlotte Peters 
Show. It's hers, lock, stock and so help 
me. She conceives the ideas for the 
central theme; works out the skits, sug- 
gests settings and costumes, and writes 
what needs to be written—it's 90 per 
cent ad lib. No one in her studio 
audience is safe from a call for an 
impromptu performance. As a recent 
example, women who perhaps had never 
been on roller skates were called upon 
to play “musical chairs” while on the 
infernal wheels. 


BUT THE WOMEN LOVE it. They 
must, because she has studio audiences 
—all by request—lined up for the next 
six months, and enough applications be- 
yond that to keep her going for two 
years. Her Friday shows are reserved 
for men. 

While Charlotte herself is the “show,” 
she has two perfect foils for helping her 
to put it over. One is the genial blond 
giant, George Abel. The other is organ- 
ist Stan Kann, by contrast small enough, 
almost, for big George to carry around 
in an overcoat pocket. 

Both have a flair for Charlotte's brand 
of comedy. They've beén around her 
long enough to know her unpredictabili- 
ty. With her they go over the format— 
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or lack of it—just before show time. 
They've been known to appear in short 
skirts, Roman togas, George Washington 
wigs, surgeons’ uniforms and what not 
And they never know at what moment 
she will toss them the ball. Abel was 
taken totally unawares one day when she 
mentioned a song and said, “George 
will sing it for you.” He sang, and he's 
been singing—creditably, too—on oc- 
casion since. Kann, happily, has the 
background preparation for any unex- 
pected musical request. He long has 
been recognized as one of the city's 
better organists. 


While the show is generally a jumble- 
work, it's different from day to day 
simply because Charlotte is different 
from minute to minute. Emotions rule. 
One moment she can be belting out « 
song a la Ethel Merman or cracking 
the sound barrier with a laugh, and the 
next, as the spirit dictates, wiping away 
tears. 


NOISY FUN is the daily fare. but 
the show has been known to have its 
serious moments. There was a day when, 
just at show time, she got an urgent 
phone call. A physician, whose concern 
for a patient apparently went beyond 
the present life, had an unusual request. 

“Miss Peters.” he said, “! have a 
patient who is dying. He has only 
minutes to go. He says he would like 
to hear ‘Ave Maria’. Could you, would 
you please sing it for him? There isn't 
much time.” 

The chatter and laughter in the studio 
audience stopped as Charlotte told of 
the request. Since she didn't know the 
words, she said, Kann would play “Ave 
Maria.” There was a reverent silence. 
The program opened with Kann's soft 
organ music. 


Charlotte learned later that there in 


truth had been little time. The dying 
man slipped ‘away before the music 
ended. 

' Entrance of Charlotte into television 
came, characteristically by impulse. 
Busy at her washing machine one day, 
she heard an announcement about an 
amateur talent contest on KSD-TV. 
Drepping everything, she asked for an 
audition, got it, and won the contest. 
This led te more and more TV appear- 
ances and, eventually, her own show. 
(She has another, 15 minutes of songs 
and music, on KSD-TV at 10:45 p.m. 
Wednesdays.) 


CHARLOTTE HAD HER FLING at 
dramatics with the St. Louis Community 
Playhouse about five years ago and got 
reviews in superlatives. Myles Standish, 
writing in the Post-Dispatch about her 
tole as the distraught sister in “Har- 
vey,” said she “is not afraid to give 
out; she doesn't take refuge in under- 
playing where the comic aspects call 
for a full-blown attack.” She hasn't 
changed. 

As for “big time” opportunities, she 
has had them—offers of @ movie con- 
tract, NBC network show and a condi- 
tional contract with impresario Billy 
Rose, who told her she had the “God- 
given spark” to make good. She turned 
them all dowm because it would mean

local night club engagement she -_ 
turned down. 


MANY STORIES can be told of her 
malapropisms. She spoke once of the 
Mayor's board of freeholders as ‘‘free- 
loaders.” Another time she insisted 
spiritedly that she was not @ Caucasien, 
but “Irish and Bohemian.” She enjoys 
the Mrs. Malaprop label—makes no pre- 
tensions toward book learning. Actually, 
she didn't go beyond the eighth grade. 

Even so, she's conscious of her educa- 
tional limitations. But search for “‘cul- 
ture” came to a quick end when a 
librarian, at her request) gave her a 
list of “required reading.” The first 
book she tackled was Tolstoy's “War 
and Peace.” 

“| waded through three chapters and 
then gave up,” she says. “If this is 
culture, | said to myself, then I've had 
enough.” 

Getting Charlotte to stay put for a 
minute, even for an interview, is like 
trying to net a butterfly with a thimble. 
But her effervescence and animation are 
not a pose for the TV cameras; she's 
the same in her own home. Her pastor, 
knowing her irrepressible nature, once 
told her husband, William, that he 
“ought to be canonized for living, 
with her.”

At the time Congress adjourned, the Democrats held 35 more 
seats in the House of Representatives than did the Republicans.
